levy an extra tax on the people for this 
purpose, which yesterday’s trade renders 
unnecessary and which will take a great 
load off the shoulders of the taxpayers. 

The erection of the new structure will 
not draw one cent out of the pockets of 
the people. This fact is, of course, due 
to the money to be paid’ by the city. The 
balance of the cost the county now has 
on hand, and there will be no trouble there- 
fore in raising the necessary sum. 

Moreover the city will not have to in- 
crease its taxation either, for the payments 
are $30,000 the Ist of November, which the 
comptroller says he can easily meet, and 
the other installments of like amount are 
due every year until and including 1901. 
The trade is a most happy one therefore 
for all concerned and the city officials are 
congratulating themselves on its material- 
ization. 

Will Make Changes. 

The old courthouse, of course, will be 
materially changed. There will be new fix- 
tures from top to bottom with every mod- 
ern convenience. A large sum _ will be 
spent in overhauling the time-worn struc- . 
ture, which will present a truly metropoli- | 
tan aspect when the city moves in. 

The first floor will be devoted to the 


‘offices. _The rooms, are large and airy | and 


will furnish anple room for the papers | 
and records of the sanitary department 
and of the city clerk. The mayor's office 
will probably be on the right-of the Pryor 
Street entrance and will be elegantly 
furnished. 

The second floor, where the superior 
courtroom now is, will be devoted mainly 
to the council chamber. There will also 
be various offices on this floor, probably 
the city engineer being located where 
Sheriff Nelms is now domiciled. The exact 
location of every department has not as 


‘yet been arranged, but the building wiil 


be changed so as to meet every require- 

ment of an up-to-date city hall, of which 

Atlanta will have every reason to be proud. 
How the Plan Originated. 

The purchase of the courthouse was the 
result of the utiring efforts of Atlanta’s 
mayor, who has been working faithfully 
for several months to furnish the city with 
better quarters. Innumerable schemes 
have occurred to him, and he was once in 
favor of purchasing a lot in some favor- 
able location and erecting an entirely new 
building. Atlanta did not have the money, 
however, and this plan was therefore frus- 
trated. 

About two months ago Mr. Collier and 
Mr. Forrest Adair, chairman of the county 
commissioners, happened to be discussing 
a new courthouse, when the sale of the 
present temple of justice to the city hap- 
pened to be mentioned. Both were struck 
with the idea at once and Mayor Collier 
thought $100,000 was a fair price to be paid. 

The Price Agreed On. 

Mr. Adair insisted on $150,000, though, and 
held a consultation with the building com- 
mittee of the county board, who likewise 
favored the pruposition. In the meantime 
Mayor Collier had been dosing his finance 
committee with strong arguments why the 
proposed deal should be made, and it did 
not take them long to see the wisdom 
of the plan and fall into line. 

Since then there have been several con- 
ferences between the finance and the build- 
ing committees. Ithe former made a sec- 
ond proposition several weeks ago of $123,- 
000, but the comimissioners remained stub- 
born and demanded $25,000 more, which 
they got, the city financters deciding to 
pay that sum rather than lose so good an 
opportunity for a new city hall. 

The deal was therefore elosed the first of 
last week, but it was thought best to keep 
the transaction a dead secret until council 
met yesterday. The matter was only 
known but to a few, therefore, and will 
be a great surprise to the pubiic when read 
this morning. 

The Resolution Passed Yesterday. 

Shortly after the council had been calied 
to order yesterday afternoon Councilman 
Peters arose under the head of resolutions, 
and addressing the chair, réad the follow- 


ing: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the mayor and finance com-

Goes Through Quickly. 

“I move to adopt the resolution,” said 
Councilman Peters, 

“I second -the motion,”’ came from Coun- 
cilman Culberson. 

By this time the other members had 
begun to realize what was going on. 
Councilman Peters was recognized ty the 
chair. 

“After due consideration,” said he, “the 
finance committee .has come to the con- 
clusion this transaction is the very best 
the city can make for a new city hall. 
We have been made a proposition by the 
county commissioners, which is unanimous- 
ly favored by them, with the exception of 
Judge Palmer, who is out of the city, and 
who I do not think would object were 
he here. The price is a good bargain in’ it- 
self. The building cost between $110,000 and 
$115, 000. 

“The county will erect a new courthouse 
adjoining its present property, and with 
this payment will not have to tax the 
people for the money. We are now paying 
4 per cent On $125,000 here*in the chamber 
of commerce, and this new plan would be 
much cheaper in the long run. It would 
be well nigh impossible to purchase a lot, 
for there would. ‘be a controversy between 
the north and south sides, In my opinion

Objection Is Made. 
This brought Alderman, _Woedward to 


*his feet. 


“Mr. Chairman,” said he’ “! am opposed 
to the city acting too hastily on this mat- 
ter. We ought not’ to spend $150,000 here in 
a minute without considering what we are 
doing.” , 

“But the bitancs committee,”’ broke in 
Chairman Dimmock, “‘have had the matter 
under careful consideration for several 
weeks, and are thoroughly convinced the 
plan is a good one—” 

“But the finance committee,” replied Mr. 
Woodward, “is not the city council, and 
not the city of Atlanta. The people should 
have some voice in this matter, and Iam 
in favor of tabling the resolution, or calling 
a special meeting of council for the con- 
sideration of this special question,” 

The Deal Ended. 

Councilman Peters explained the reason 
for haste Was that the finance committee 
would soon make up their apportionment 
for the next six months for all city de- 
partments and if they would. have to set 
aside the first payment for the courthouse,, 
they would like, to be governed .accordingly. 

Councilman Lumpkin thought the plan 
was the best solution of the problem for 
a new city hall. The price was much low- 
er than he had ever expected. He thought 
it, wise, “however, to let the matter go over 
to" give. ample time to consider it. 

Counc Hutchison then moved for 
¥. to take ; up the matter this after- 
et 2-0’ clock» and the motion was_lost, 

Alderman Woodward’s amendment to ta- 
ble the resolution until the next meeting 
was also@ lost by a vote of 10 to 6, the 
yeas and nays being called. ne vote was 
then taken on the original motion, whica 
was carried unanimously. 

Later the aldermanic board met and 
concurred in this action of council. Mayor 
Collier then put his signature to the meas- 
thus completing the transaction. 


Story of the Courthouse. 


The present courthouse was built about 
fourteen years. ago. Jt cost the county 
scmething less than $70,000, and was the 
first courthouse of any pretensions that 
the county ever had, Previous to the erec- 
tion of the building at the corner of Pryor 
and Hunter, the county oflicers were quar- 
tered in the old building that stood on 
the present site of the state capitol. The 
building was then occupied by the city 
officers also, and was called the city hall. 

There was an agreement between the 
city and county by which the two govern- 
ments could use the building jointly. The 
courthouse was used both as a council 
chamber and as a temple of justice. 

When the agreement was made between 
the state of Georgia and the city of At- 
lanta by which the capital was to be 
brought here, one of the provisions was 
that the city should furnish a site for the 
statehouse free of charge. For quite a 
while on state offices were located in the 
old capitgl building at the corner of Ma- 
rietta and North Forsyth, but the legisla- 
ture finally decided to erect a new capi- 


tol. 
When the state called on the city to 


furnish the site for the new building, ac- 
cording to agreement, the city fathers at 
first were puzzled. The city owned the 
old city hall and courthouse and the council 
finally determined to allow the state to 
use the site of that building for a site for 
the new capitol. The grounds were ac- 
cepted by the state, and the old city hall 
and courthouse torn down. 


The City Moves. 


This necessitated the removal of the 
headquarters of both the city and county 
officers, ani they both had to hustle arcund 
for new offices. At tiut time there were 
no county commissioners, and the ordinarv 
was empowered to direct the county affairs. 
Daniel Pittman was ordinary of Fultor 
county at the time and he decided that 
the proper thing to do was to build a 
new courthouse for Fulton. ve accordingly 
bought the property on the corner of Pryor 
and Hunter streets from T. S. Powell. This 
was in 18). The building of the county 
courthouse was immedintely begun. In 
the meantime both the city and county of- 
ficers had move into temporury quarters. 

When the work of building the courthouse 
was started the site was a bogzy swamp, 
frequented by hunters, and it was serious- 
ly doubted by many if a foundation could 
be laid in the watery mud that wouid be 
sufficiently secure to support a building 
of the dimensions desired for the new 
courthouse. 

The contractors for the work guaran- 
ted that this would be all right and they 
commenced to drain off the swamp. Long 
piles were driven deep into the ground 
very close pong and upon top of these 
the heavy rock foundations of the house 
were built. ‘The courthouse as completed 
had the firmest foundation of any building 
in the city, with the possible exception 
of the building in which is located the 
Capital City bank. 

The new courthouse was completed in 
1883 and: was immediately occupied by the 
county offices. It was at that time far too 
commodious for the use of the county 
alone, and it was thought that it would be 


“many years before the county caught up 


with its magnificent courthouse. But in 

the few years: that have intervened the 

county has taken such rapid strides in the

Washington, May #Senator Tillman, of 
South Carolina, was, heard frdm briefly 
and pointedly in the senate today, after a 
silence of many wees, and as usual, his 
remarks served to aréuse a lively contro- 
versy. i 

It occurred during tine consideration of 
the free homestead bill. Among the bills 
introduced was one by Mr. Chandler, re- 
publican, of New Heampahire, for the issue 
of certificates of indgbt¢dness up to $50,- 
000,000, to meet deficienciés in the revenue. 
The bill was betereyy toy the finance com- 
mittee. ‘ 

The Vest resolution, directing the com- 
mittee on commerce .td investigate and re- 
pori on the cause of the Mississippi floods, 
was favorably reported from the commit- 
tee on contingent expenses. 

The Cuban resolution was called up by 
Mr. Morgan, who askéd for a vote. 

Mr. Hale, republican, |of Maine, remarked 
that he had just ret¢rned after an ex- 
tended absence and desired some time tv 
prepare the remarks he would submit. 


He assured iMr. a there was: 
“no purpose to “delay he esolutioOn for the 


mere sake of delay. Mr. Morgan endeavor- 
ed to have a day fixed for the vote, but 
there was objection. The Alabama sena- 
tor said he had evidence in possessic 
showing that under the present policy of 
General Weyler, which he declared is one 
of starvation, the people in the in- 
terior of the island are starving end 
naked, literally starving to death. 
Americans Starving at Matanzas. 

It resulted, he said, from the orders 
herding the country people in the towns. 
Before the senator from Maine was ready 
to speak hundreds of people would starve 
to death. Twice we had sent supplies to 
starving people of India, but if supplies 
were sent to these Cubans they would be 
intercepted by our ships or else stopped at 
Cuban ports because intended for the relief 
of the insurgents. 

Mr. Morgan declared that 200 Americans 
were among those starving at Matanzas. 
Under such circumstances if senators de- 
sired delay they must accept the responsl- 
bility, but he could not in the sight of 
God bear such a responsibility for a single 
day. In view of the statement ' made he 
could not object to the delay, although it 
meant, he said, that men would be sub- 
jected to starvation and death in the mean- 
time. 

Mr. Hale replied briefly saying he differ- 
ed from Mr. Morgan as to the conditions 
prevailing in Cuba, And, whatever the 
conditions, they could not be improved by 
the resolution now offered, but would be 
intensified. The resolution went over. 

A joint resolution by Mr. Chandler was 
agreed to without division, making im- 
mediately available $50,000 for the purpose 
of the internaticnal postal congress about 
to assemble here. 

At 12:45 p. m. the senate went into ex- 
ecutive session on motion of Mr. Davis, of 
Minnesota. 

The open session was resumed at 2 o’clock 
and the bill know as the “free homestead 
bill’’ was taken up. 


Morgan and Tillman at Odds. 

The bill releases settlers on public lands 
acquired from Indians from the payments 
now required by law, and also gives free 
homesteads on such landg not now occu- 
pied. An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Morgan giving all public lands, not taken 
up by homestead entry on January 1, 
1890, to the several states and territories 
for educational purposes. 

Mr. Morgan's proposition aroused much 
opposition. The debate was enlivened by 
a sharp exchange between Mr. Tillman. of 
South Carolina, and Mr. Morgan. Mr. 
Tillman advanced down the middle aiste 
until abreast of Mr. Morgan and then in 
his characteristic explosive style with in- 
dex finger aimed at the Alabama senator, 
began firing a volley of questions on the 
justice of giving all the government lands 
to land states, thus depriving the cther 
states of federal aid to education. © 

‘Don't you suppose,” said Mr. ‘Tillman, 
“that we have as many poor children need- 
ing education as you have, and as a matter 
of decency do you propose to gobble up all 
the lands?” 

“I am not a gobbler,” returned Mr. Mor- 
gan, “so the rules applying to gobblers do 
not apply to me. | 

Mr, ‘ filiman imsisted that the Morgan 


was to gobble up ali the lands. He added 
that his state already had done much for 
Mr. Morgan’s state, peopling it and re- 
deeming it from the Indians. 
Some Sizzling Sarcasm.

This closed the incident which hid been 
followed with much interest Dy senators 
and spectators. 

Mr. Morgan finally withdrew his amend- 
ment in order not to embarrass the bill. 
An agreement was then reached that a 
final vote on the bill be taken ar 3 p. m. 
tomorrow. The senate then, at 3:10 p. m., 
adjourned.

TWO LIVES LOST IN BIG FIRE 


PITTSBURG’S BLAZE WAS A DIS- 
ASTROUS ONE. 


Men Killed and Injured and Three 
Million Dollars of Property De- 
stroyed in a Few Hours. 


} Pittsburg, Pa., May 3.—The most disas- 
trous fire that has visited Pittsburg since 
the great fire of 1845, excepting during the 
riots of 1877, was that which destroyed 
$3,000,000 worth of merchandise last night 
and resulted in two deaths and the injury 
of four others. It involves the complete 
destruction of two of the greatest mercan- 
‘tile houses of Pittsburg, houses of long 
and proud record. :

A number of other firemen are missing 
and are supposed to be buried under the 
walls at Liberty avenue and Cecil alley. 

Fireman Atkinson’s 
were taken from the ruins this morning. 
George Thomas and the other missing fire- 
men have all turned up. The injured men 
will all recover. 


Disastrous Fire at Greenville, S. C. 

Greenville, S. C., May 3.—(Special.)—At 2 
o’clock this morning the store of M. E. 
Lance caught fire and burned. The insur- 
ance amounts to $1,200. Loss unknown. 
Half an hour later the house of Mrs. M. E. 
Harrison, in another part of the city, burn- 
ed, the inmates barely escaping with their 
lives.

He had a considerable 
sum of money and a wagon load of provis- 
ions. He had hardly proceeded beyond the 
limits of Hardway before three stalwart ne- 
groes, ungainly but determined, stepped 
into the middle of the road. 

With the easy tone of constant practice, 
the leadér ordered “hands up!’’ Mr. Holli- 
day, ably assisted ~ his negro driver, 
obeyed. 

“You're too black,” said the leader to 
the negro driver. The complexion of Mr. 
Holliday proved no bar, however, and he 
was relieved of $15 and the load of provis- 
ions and tien ordered to drive on. This 
last he did, but yesterday he came to town, 
properly armed, and told of his adventure, 

Triumphant Trio Breakfasts. 

Sunday morning (yesterday) three ne 
groes, presumably the trio that entertained 
Mr. Holliday on Saturday night, entered 
the home of Cato Moore,on the plantation 
of Mr. Luke Vinney, and at pistol point 
persuaded Cato and his family to desert 
at once. The three then cooked their morn- 
ing meal and leisurely departed. 

Cato has been unable to find either his 
wife or his two children since the affair, 
and has been too thoroughly frightened to 
return to his deserted home.

Finds That American Trust and Bank- 
ing Co. Is Entitled To Decree 
Foreclosing Mortgage. 


Columbus, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—Judge 
W. A. Wimbish, special master in the Ea- 
gle and Phenix case, this afternoon filed 


an important report concerning the cross’ 


and supplemental bills of the American 
Trust and Banking Company, trustee for 
the bondholdérs of the mills, which were 
filed some time ago. 

The master finds that the Eagle 
Phenix company issued $100,000 of bonds on 
May 6, 1891,.the bonds being of $100 each. 
Nine hundred and thirty-two of these 
bonds were taken by the American Trust 
and Banking Company, trustee, which still 
holds 892 of the bonds. 

The mills defaulted the interest on July 
1, 1896, and the default has continued ever 
since. The master finds. that the company 
was insolvent July 1, 1896, and is insolvent; 
that by reason of said default and insol- 
vency the trustee is entitled to a decree 
foreclosing said mortgage or deed to trust. 

The master finds that the bonds were 
issued to pay off deposits made in the Sav- 
ings department of the mills, and ¢hat the 
mortgage to the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company by its terms creates a lien 
upon the property. 

This ruling, if it is sustained by Judge 
Newman, means that the mills will prob- 
ably be sold at an early date to satisfy the 
demand of the bondholders.

On his death he left a will giv- 
ing all of his tenants a month’s rent each, 
leaving $1,000 to the congregation of Beth 
Israel, two houses and lots to his old negro 
nurse, Annie Johnson: a valuable house 
and lot on Forsyth street in Atlanta to 
Isaac Hymes, of New York, the residue 
to be divided into four equal parts among 
two sisters in Prussia, B. H. Marks, of 
Texas, and his son, Henry Marks. 

He thought that his son had acted some- 
what indiscreetly and was inclined to be 
wild, and he remarked before his death 
that if Henry had a child he would leave 
all his property to that and that his will 
would have been much shorter; but as if 
was he only left him one-fourth after 
taking out all the other legacies. 

This afternoon Claud Estes, of Estes & 
Jones, attorneys for Henry Marks, and 
Judge J. L. Hardeman, attorney for B. H. 
Marks, held a consultation and it is 
thought that they have agreed wpon eae 
compromise, though neither will give out 
anything. 

Fell Out About Religion. 

Linden Johnson, a well-known negro, was 
bound over to the city court by Recorder 
Freeman this morning on the charges of 
pointing a pistol at another and carrying 
concealed Weapons. 

The case was a peculiar one. There are 
two revivals going on in the city and the 
white families are in despair because they 
cannot keep servants to cook their meals.

Being a Bap- 
tist himself, he resented the attempt at 
proselyting, and drawing his pistol, pro-

He flourished his pistol around and 
threatened to blow Jones’s head off, but an 
officer was called and placed him under 
arrest. 

Shackelford’s Suit Again.

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EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
WILL MAKE CHANGES 


Constitutional Amendments Give Atlanta 
More Prominence. 


CANONS WILL BE ALTERED 


Diocesan Convention of Georgia Will 
Meet in Macon Wednesday. 


CHURCH WORK REQUIRES MANY NEW LAWS 


Session Will Be One of the Most Im- 
portant in the History of 
the State.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 3,—(Special.)}—The annual 
ccnvocation of the Protestant Episcopal 
d‘ocesan convention of the diocese of Geor- 
Bia, which begins Wednesday in this city, 
will mark an epoch in church history. 

For many years, prcbably since the estab- 
lishment of the Anglican church in Geor- 
gia-in Oglethorpe’s time, the clergy and 
laity have been working under the pres- 
ent constitution, and their work has been 
Boverned by the canons now in vogue. 

But the exigencies of modern church 
work have denianded changes and amend- 
Irents to the constitution as well as to the 
canons of the church, and this convention 
will adopt the revision of the canons as well 
as the revised constitution. 

These revisions have been prepared after 
Icng and thoughtful labor ty the most 
eminent divines and learned laymen in the 
church, and they comprehend some distinc- 
tive changes in church governméént. 

Constitutional Amendments. 

Here are some of the changes indicated 

in the revision: 


“Article I The church in the diocese of 


Georgia, as a constituent part of the Prot-, 


estant Episcopal church in the United 
States of America, accedes: to, recognizes 
and adopts the constitution of that church, 
and acknowledges the authoritiy thereof, as 
heretofore delegated.’’ ° 

This remains unchanged, but articles II 
and III in the revision become article Ll. 
The time of giving notice of calling the 
convention is changed from four weeks to 
fifteen days, as follows: 

‘Article II. A convention of this church 
shall be held annually at such time and 
piace as the previous convention may have 
appointed: provided, however, that no con- 
vention shall be open for the transaction 
of business unless there be present at least 
five clergymen, and delegates from five 
congregation. In case of an epidemic, or 
for other sufficient cause, the ecclesiastical 
authority may change the time and place; 
and in case no convention be formed, the

“The ecclesiastical authority shall have 
power, when it appears requisite for the 
eood of the church, to cal! a special conven- 
tion bv circular letter to all members of the 
convention. There shall not be legs than 
fifteen days’ notice previous to the day 
appointed, and such meeting shall be held 
where the authority calling it shall deter- 
mine, and at such special convention no 
other business shall be transacted than that 
stated in the notice calling the convention.’”’ 

An Important Change. 

Article IV becomes article III in the fe- 
vision and one important change is that 
the constitution will now provide that in- 
stead of “every congregation’ being entitled 
to three lay delegates, ‘‘every self-support- 
ing congregation’’ shall be entitled to such 
representation, and every organized mis- 
sion shall be emtitled to one delegate, an 
innovation in the work of much importance. 
Instad of “the bishop’s church” being en- 
titled to three lay delegates, .the revision 
reads, ““‘The cathedral church and self- 
supporting churches in Atilanta’’ shall be 
entitled to such representation, and the 
minister is permitted to fill any vacancy 
wi representation if he or the delegates 
present can find any communicant of such 
churen present. Here is article3 as revised:

Every self-supporting congregation mi unlon 
with this convention shail be entitied to 
three lay delegates, communicants of the 
church, to be chosen from its body by the 
wardems and vestrymen thereof.

“Article IX. The election of a bishop of 
this diocese shall be made. at an annual 
convention, or at a special meeting of the 
same, called for that purpose at least sixty 
days before the time of its meeting, the 
obiect being stated by notice in writing, 
and sent by the secretary of the standing 
committee to all members of the conven- 
tion. The election shall be by concurrent 
vote by ballot of the clergy and laity, a 
majority of each order being necessary to 
an election. 

“Article X. All elections shall be by bal- 
lot.-except by unanimous consent, and the 
majority of votes cast shall be necessary 
to a choice. ™ 

“Article XI. Whenever any parish shall 
be without a rector for twelve months, or 
shall for one year fail to elect a vestry, 
unless the reasons for these failures are 
satisfactory to the bishop, he shall report 
the fact to the convention, and if, at the 
next succeeeding convention; such parish 
shall not be in charge of a duly elected 
rector, its union with the convention may, 
by resolution, be terminated, and the par- 
ish be remitted to the condition of an or- 
gSanized mission. ae 

“Article XII. A proposition for altering 
and amending this constitution shall be 
introduced in writing, and considered in 
convention, and, if approved by a majority, 
shall lie over to the next convention, when 
upon consideration again, if it be approve 
by a majority of the convention, it shall 
be adopted.” 


Other Work of the Convention. 

“he adoption of this revision and the 
revision of the canons, which matter is 
still in the hands of the committee, will 
constitute the principal features of the 
work.

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Seven Ugly Reptiles Housed 
in a Hole.“ 


Walhalla, S. C., May 3.—(Special.)A 
monster rattlesnake struck at a thirteen- 
year-old girl a few miles south of here yes- 
terday. It missed the child and sunk its 
fangs into a gate post. Almost instantly 
the gate post began taking on a greenish 
hue, and an examination of the discolora- 
tion led to the finding of a nest of rattlers 
underneath the post, one of which carried 


twenty-eight rattles. 

Just about dark Mrs. Hilton instructed 
her daughter, Martha, a child of thirteen, 
to bring a bucket of water. fn going to 
the well the child stepped upom something 
which rolled under ther foot. At the same 
time she heard a quick hissing sound ac- 
companied by the usual rattle a snake sends 
out when about to strike. The child knew 
what it was, and sprang away just as the 
snake struck at her. She was standing 
near the gate post and saw the reptile’s 
head graze it. The alarm was given and 
the snake was dispatched by one of ter 
brothers. It was a)monster serpent, and 
was thrown across the fence. 

The next morning the green spot was 
seen on the gate post, and an attempt was 
made to wipe it off. The color refused to 
disappear, and hot water was thrown on it, 
and again it was rubbed, but still the 
spot remained. Then the brothers began 
cutting it with their knives. As deep as 
they cut the same color was to be seen. 
The post was an old one, and proved to 
be hollow. : 

As the blades went through the young 
men heard the same hissing sound from 
within.

URGED A FIGHT, BUT FAILED TO PREPARE 


Inability of the Government To Arm 
Its Reserves Led to the Numer- 
ous Riots in Athens. 


—— 


Athens, via Brindisi, Italy, May 3.— The 
following dispatch to the Associated Press 
has been sent from Athens by way of 
Brindisi in order to escape the censor: 

“{t is probable that no minister ever bet- 
ter deserved humiliation and dismissal than 
M. Delyannis, the former premier. 

“A little more than three weeks ago he 
declared that everything was prepared for 
war, but until the beginning of the fighting 
no preparations were made to resist a pos- 
sible invasion of Thessaly. No trenches 
were dug in front of Larissa and one or 
two earthworks were erected, but ten days 
ago (the date the dispatch ileft Athens is 
not given) not a spade had been used to 
erect batteries or earthworks to defend 
the exits of the passes leading to the Thes- 
salian plains. All the preparations madc- 
were to invade Macedonia, but even these 
were hopelessly inadequate. 

“A military expert who made a tour of 
the center where = serious preparations 
might have been expected says that in one 
arsenal, commanded by a colonel of artil- 
lery, there were less than fifty cases of 
Shells and only one fleld and one moun- 
tain battery.» The principal depot supply- 
ing ammunition to the army in Thessaly 
only had a reserve of 1,200 pounds of 
shells and a few hundred cases of cart- 
ridges. 

‘Near Athens there ts a good powder 
factory, but the cartridge cases have to 
be imported and there fs an imperative de- 
mand for them. It is understood that many 
hundreds of thousands were ordered in 
Austria, but it is not known where they 
are, their transport being delayed by the 
Austrian government. The gun ammuni- 
ition is almost exhausted and a Scotca 
foundry at the Piraeus has been ordered 
to cast shells in haste. 

“There are now in Athens 15,000 reservists 
have been called to the colors and 
who are wandering in the streets in tat- 
tered, civilian clothes. The government 
has no uniforms and clothes and the gov- 
ernment stores are without rifles. The gov- 
ernment, for a week past, has been appeal- 
ing to merchants to sell rifles, of which 
200,000 of the old Gras pattern, discarded by 
the French army and imported by specula- 
tors, are being sold to membDers of the 
Ethnik Hetairia at about $1.57 each. 

“It was the inability of the government 
to provide rifles for the recruits which led 
to the riot of Thursday. At Patras a 
French steamer brought a cargo of rifles 
and a mob seized a lighter full of the 
weapons. 

“On Tuesday a revolution seemed inevit- 
able, the whole business quarter being loot- 
ed and the guard of the palace having re- 
fused to leave the barracks. Affairs were 
So serious that many officers from the 
warships at the Piraeus landed in plain 
clothes, but with uniforms in their port- 
manteaux, in order to be in readiness to 
defend the palace and the royal family. In 
this connection marines and sailors were 
held in readiness to disembark from the 
warships at a moment’s notice. 3 

“It is understood that the policy of the 
new government will be immediate peace 
on terms not too unfavorable, and it is fur- 
ther said that the king has already sound- 
ed his relations among the sovereigns.” 


NICARAGUA READY FOR WAR 


GOVERNMENT SENDS TROOPS TO 
TnoE FRONTIER TO BE READY. 


Costa Rica Dispatches Soldiers To Meet 
the Advance, if One Is 
Made. 


New York, May 3—A dispatch to The 
Herald from Panama says: 

“A correspondent in Costa Rica tele- 
graphs that the government is preparing 
to send immediately 2,000 men to the Nica- 
raguan frontier pending a decision of the 
boundary dispute. It is said that President 
Zelaya, of Nicaragua, now has several 
hundred troops stationed on the frontier. 

“Of these troops 400 are scattered in small 
groups between the frgntier towns. In San 
Juan there are 150 men awaiting orders; 
200 more in Chinerdega, 200 in Leon and a 
like number in Cranada. Rivas has also 
been strengthened by several hundred sol- 
diers. | 

“All this activity may or may not result 
in hostilities. Nicaragua in her action is 
dominated by a fear that there will be an 
invasion, as government Officials have re- 
ceived private advices, stating that a 
movement of that kind is being pushed 
forward. 

“The leaders, it is said, are men who have 
been exiled from Nicaragua. 

“Costa Rica, on the other hand, tn view 
of ‘the present strained relaitions with 
Nicaragua, is merely sending her troops to 
the front so that if there is any trouble 
there will be no delay in strengthening her 
defenses. 

“The commission which now has the 
boundary dispute under consideration is 
composed of two engineers, one appointed 
by Nicaragua, one by Costa Rica and a 
third commissioner, E. P. Alexander, of 
South Carolina, who was appointed by 
President Cleveland,”

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TURKS FOUGHT 
LIKE TORNADORS 


Graphic Account of the Greek Retreat 
from Pentepigadia. 


| THEY FLED IN FULL TERROR 


Moslems Make Charge After Charge 
with Fine Courage. 


COWARDICE OF THE GREEK COMMANDERS 


Reserves Stood Ready, but the Demor- 
alized Soldiers Lost All Idea of 
Military Tactics, 


ee 


London, May 3.—A dispatch to The Daily 
News from Patras, on the west coast of 
Greece, dated Sunday, gives a most graphic 
account of the battle between the Greeks 
and Turks at Pentepigadia, Epirus, and of 
the retreat of the former from that place. 

It shows that the rout and panic of the 
Greeks at Pentepigadia was as complete 
as the stampede which followed the fight- 
ing at Tyrnavos and the retreat on Laris- 
sa and Pharsalos, in Thessaly. 

The Daily News correspondent says: 

‘The net effect of the Greek retreat 
to Arta is that each army is now in the 
position which it occupied before war was 
declared, but with all prestige gone from 
the Greeks. The Greeks had held the 
hill near Pentepigadia on Wednesday ev- 
ening against fierce Turkish attacks. 

“The Greeks. obviously needed to be re- 
enforced, but, although considerable forces 
were near, no help was sent. On Thursday 
morning the Turkish fire was. brisker and 
our guns on the crest of the hill for some 
reason were silent. The fury of the firing 
culminated at 3:30 p. m. Tae Turks’ fire 
was easily distinguished by reason of the 
Sharper crack of the Martini rifle, and it 
developed in the space of a quarter of an 
hour into the most terrific roar ever heard 
in any battle, 
three-quarters of an hour. 

“The Turks 
upon the slopes on our right. front, 
paratory to rushing the hill. 
on the central hill were silent after twenty 
minutes and were withdrawn. I asked a 
sergeant where the guns were going and he 
replied: ‘“To a better position.’ 

“As a matter of fact they were romped 
back to Hanopoulo as fast as the mules 
could take them. 

Evzones Were Stayers. 

“The Evzones on the crest of the hill 
made a gallant reply to the murderous fire 
and held out manfelly, losing 100 men, 
until 5 o’clock, when cheers began to min- 
gie with the rattle of the Martinis. A mo- 
ment later the Evzotes tumbled over the 
crest, firing as they tame, the Turks fol- 
lowing and firing at the men flying down 
the hillsides. It only remained to make 
good our retreat. 

“The Turks continued to pour a smart 
fire at the Evzones. The latter eagerly 
responded, but it was obviously useless. 

“Then some one gave an order, and the 
Evzones, with a groan..of disgust, left 
their position, moving gullenly, though In 
perfect order.” 

The correspondent of The Daily News 
then describes the flight of the Greeks be- 
fore the Turks, numbering about 6,000 
men, who scaled the mountain, which 1s 
covered with bushes and rocks. They fired 
continuously and rapidly, driving the Ev- 
zones and inhabitants before them, the 
latter carrying off such of their property 
as was portable. The correspondent then 
says: 3 

“When I left Arta Friday morning the 
Greeks had not a man on the Turkish side 
of the river Arkdphos. I have never seen 
men so demoralized for so small a cause. 
Indeed, it was a case of almost no cause 
whatever. They had neither seen the ene- 
my nor felt his fire, yet 7,000 men and forty 
guns melted away. Had the Turks pur- 
sued the fugitives much further, accom- 
panied as they were by the peasantry, wo- 
men and children and thirty thousand 
sheep, besides cattle, the massacre would 
have been awful. 


HAMMERING AWAY AT WEYLER. 


Insurgents Seem To Throw Doubt on 


Captain General’s Cablegram. 

New York, May 3.—A special to The Press 
from Key West, Fla., says: 

“Havana advices show that the insur- 
gents are active in that province. Tapasta 
was attacked last week by a force of 400 
insurgents and held for an entire day, the 
Spanish garrison in one blockhouse retiring 
comphtely, while the other held ‘their 
ground and did not fire at the insurgents 
or disturb them in any Way.

"The Cubans camped out within half a 
mile of the Spanish force and plundered the 
stores of the tawn without any opposition.

the Spanish garrison driven out. There is a 
small earth fort and|three blockhouses. 
The Cubans attacked the earthworks ear- 
ly in the morning and carried them by a 
dashing charge, the Spanish retreating into 
their blockhouses at the other end of the 
town. One of these was attacked by the 
Cubans and three bombs exploded under- 
neath its walls, shattering it badly and 
killing several of its inmates. The Spanish 
loss is said to be about seventy-five killed 
and wounded. 

“Word reached the palace yesterday that 
a@ garrison of 200 men at a sMall town in 
the southwestern portion of the province 
deserted to the insurgents last week, carry- 
ing all their’ arms and ammunition and a 
field piece.”

MEN AND MATTERS. 


During the last few days the announce- 
ment has been made that Osman Pasha, 
the great Turkish general, is a.confederate 
soldier who deserted in disgrace in 1864. 

A verv plausible and intensely interest- 
ing account of the evolution of the pasha 
has been exploited. Color has been given 
to the report by the statements of Police 
Sergeant John Holliday, of the Pittsburg 
police force, aad of Dr. W. B. Frye, of 
Hardeville, 8S. C. 


It is said that the pasha is Charles L. 


Crawford, formerly of Wytheville, Va. 

After telling about the youth of Craw- 
ford and describing him as a buily at 
school. Dr. Frye says: 

“At the beginning of the war Crawford 
joined the Wytheville Grays, Company A, 
Fourth Virginia regiment, which became 
the first brigade of Stonewall Jackson’s 
division. This was about February, 1861. 
I went into the war in the Thirty-seventh 
Virignia regiment, Company A, attached 
to General W. B. Taliaferro’s brigade, 
which was a part of the same division. 

“‘About March 17, 1862, memorable because 
the conscript act went Into effect at that 
time, I learned through comrades that 
Crawford had deserted on the battlefield at 
Bull Run. It was asserted on good author- 
ity that he had on various occasions acted 
dishonorably. He afterwards returned to 
his former home at Wytheville, but things 
became so hot there for him that he left 
Virginia and went north. For a time-T lost 
sight of him. The next I heard of him he 
was in Egypt. I think Sergeant Holliday is 
in error in saying he first joined the Turk- 
ish army. My information is he was with 
the khedive’s army, which he joined about 
the time that a number of other ex-con- 
federates went to Egypt for the same pur- 
pose. 

“In Egypt he first distinguished himself 
as a fighter and attracted the attention of 
the sultan of Turkey. Sometime during the 
seventies Crawford ‘eft the service of the 
khedive and joined_the army of the sultan. 
This much with regard to his career was 
sent back to Virginia by ex-confederates 
who were with him in Egypt. There T lost 
sight of him, though I am pretty well as- 
sured with Sergeant Holliday, of Pittsburg, 
that Crawford and Osman Pasha are iden- 
tical. Crawford came of a good family 
and married an excellent Virginia lady, so 
I understand. 

“After going to the orient, however, so 
the story goes, he became intensely orien- 
tal, harem and all. Sergeant Hohiday’s 
statement with regard to Crawford's career 
at West Point and in the federal army are 
substantially as I had heard them pre- 
viously.’’ 

“The conjecture of Dr. Frye is interesting 
and his theory plausible,” said a prominent 
veteran of Atlanta yesterday, “but I hap- 
pen to know that when Osman Pasha first 
sprang into notice during his fights some 
years ago this same story was started. 

“Just as now, men who knew Crawford, 
stated that they thought he was the same 
man as the great Turkish general. The 
account attracted the notice of the Turk- 
ish authorities at the time and a statement, 
I believe it was an official one, was issued 
proving that Osman Pasha was-a true 
Turk, and giving his full lineage. This was 
in 1876, I think. At any rate the story Is 
not new and has before this caused a long 
controversy.”

~ POINTS OUT THE WEAK PLACES 


The Movement Toward a National 
Bankruptcy Law. 


THE REASONS WHY IT SEEMS NECESSARY 


Judge Torrey and the Work He Has 
sven Engaged In---Bailey’s Move 
Brings a Result. 


Washington, May 3.—(Special.)—Mr. Bai- 
ley introduced this morning a resolution 
providing that the bankruptcy bill, which 
the senate recently passed, be considered 
by the house in committee of the whole, 

‘being taken up next Monday. 

He asked for immediate consideration, 
but there was an objection on the republi- 
can side, and the resolution was then sent 
to the committee on rules. 

Mr. Bailey succeeded in getting from 
Mr. Dalzell, a republican member of that 
committee, an assurance that the commit- 
tee would probably report a rule for the 
early consideration of that bill. 

The discussion of the question has result- 
ed in directing the attention of the country 
again to the question of bankruptcy legis- 
lation, and both the bill as it passed the 
senate and the one for which it was sub- 

+ stituted are being much discussed. 

The bill which the senate passed is not 
the one which those who have been advo- 
cating bankruptcy legislation for some 
years favor. The senate passed a bill which 
bears the name of Senator Nelson, of Min- 
nesota. The friends a@f the Torrey bill crit- 
icise this measure more because of its 
omissions, as I understand it, than for its 
commissions. They say that it falls far 
short of a comprehensive bill, and they 
think that nothing but a comprehensive 
bill, which protects all rights, should be 
passed. 

Judge Torrey and His Work. 

One of the most interesting men seen 
about Washington these days is Judge 
Jay L. Torrey, who has for a dozen years 
and more been the most prominent figure 
in the movement for a general #ankrupt- 
cy law. He is a Missouri man, who is now 
devoting the greater part of his time to 
cattle raising in Wyoming. A number of 
years ago—I think he told me it was fif- 
teen—he became interested as an attorney 
4n the needs of a uniform law covering the 
question of bankruptcy, and since then he 
has devoted much of his time to the va- 
rious efforts to secure legislation on these 
lines. So persistent has been ‘this work 
that his name has been associated gener- 
ally with the movement, and the bill, or 
guccession of bills, that have been urged 
upon congress have borne his name. 

In speaking of the work and what it 
@ims to accomplish, Judge Torrey said to 
me: 

“So long as trade exists there will be 
business deaths and business failures. The 
“mecessity of a national law providing for 

Nquidation has been many times demon- 
strated. It is essential from the very na- 
‘ture of things—especially essential to hon- 
est debtors. The creditor has no great trou-° 
bie looking after his own interests under 


any laws, for he has the goods and the 
,moncy, but a good law is especially es- 
sential to the man who has to borrow. 
“In a broad sense,”’ he went on to say, 
“what a bamkrupcy law should do is to 
protect the integrity of business contracts. 
At should not be in favor of the creditor 
ciass to the detriment of the debtor class, 
nor of the debtor class to the detriment 
of the creditor class. It should carefully 
guard the rights of both, the debter and the 
ereditor. We believe that our bill does 
this. It has been prepared after years of 
study. Many suggestion have been made, 
- @ad have been adopted, and to all who crit- 
icise we have said, ‘We will be glad to 
hear your ideas, and if you can im- 
_ prove the bill, we will gladiy adopt your 
guggestion.’ ”’ 
Is the Nelson Bill Defective? 
In the course of our talk Judge Torrey 
gaid that while the advocates of the Nel- 
gon bill were honest in their belief, that it 
Was an improvement, it was, in fact, very 
_ @efective. I asked him to point out where 
hese defects lie, believing that his criti- 
- @igms would be of especial mterest to the 
» ®usmess men of the south. | 
, “as F see it,”’ the judge said, before get- 
ting down to this phase of the subject, ‘‘the 
business men of the south are vitally in- 
~ ferested in the question. They buy very 
_ jargely on credit. Nothing so helps credit 
 @s good laws. Every honest debtor is helped, 
fe credit is strengthemed,, when the laws 
@re so constructed as not only to protect 
him, but also to protect his creditor. Then 
_ te ts not charged high rates to cover the 
a debts of other men, as is very often 
“the case now. 
“I am afraid,” continued the judge, ‘that

* those of the creditors. I might cite as one 
 @f the defects of the measure that there 
are no provisions for settlements between

Torrey regards as an evident oversight. 
He said of this: 3 
“There is an omission from the bill of 
e@nything like an attempt to remedy ome 
of the greatest evils which is now’ expe- 
rienced by those who are engaged in giv- 
ime and receiving credit; that is, the great- 
_ @et present abuse under existing laws grows 
- @ut of the umequal division of estates be- 
tween creditors of equal rights. The sel- 
fish struggie between creditors frequently 
results in the fimancial destruction of solv- 
ent debtors; it generally leaves the debtor 
without relief, and always without a com- 
prehensive @ischarge; it always leads to the 
- expenditure of large amounts of needless 
custs, and in the most of cases in a few 
ereditors absorbing the entire . assets

Is the Machinery Defective? 

The friends of the Nelson bill say that 
it is simpler than the Torrey bill, but 
Judge Torrey is of the opinion that this 
simplicity 1s at the expense of very nec- 
essary features. “‘Why any change in ex- 
isting laws if the new ones are still to 
be imperfect’” they ask. It is claimed, 
for instance, that the Nelson iaw lacks 
very necessary machinery for facilitating 
the purpose at which [ft aims. 

‘The bill does not provide for ary as- 
sistant fudicial officers to aid the Cistrict 
judges in the performance cf their duties,” 
they say. “It seems that two unfortunate 
conditions will grow out of this «mission. 
The one is that the district courts of the 
United States cannot promptly dispose of 
the cases of which they will be -given 
jurisdiction. The other objection to this 
failure is that in many states there is only 
one district court, and as a result it is 
at a great distance from large numbers 
of the people of the state. if a referee 
should be appointed at every county seat 
to have jurisdiction of bankrupi.cy cfses, 
the great bulk of bankruptcy business 
could be transacted at the homes of the 
interested people. It has been ces :umated 
that there will be filed within thirty days 
after a bankruptcy law goes into force, 
say half a million voluntary cases; tie re- 
sult of the failure to appoint icferees will 
be that the dockets of these courts will 
be overcrowded for years tu come; it will, 
of course, follew that the deiays will be 
so great in bankruptcy, as well as cther 
cases, in these courts as to amount to a 
denial of justice. One of the gieatest 
needs of bankruptcy legislation is to se- 
cure a prompt administration of bank- 
ruptcy estates.”’ 

The United States Court Feature. 
Another objection is urged. It is pointed 
out that the bill provides that the bank- 
ruptey court shall have full jurisdiction to 
try and determine all suits and controver- 
sies necessary to a full execnuiion thereof. 
The result of this, it is argued, will be the 
concentration in the United States courts 
of the litigation incident to bankruptcy 
estates. This concentration will have two 
unfortunate results. First, the crowded 
condition of the dockets of these courts 
will be such that the delays will be so 
great as to amount practically to losses 
by parties having claims tied up in them. 

The requiring of litigants to take their 
cases connected with bankruptcy estates 
into the United States courts is unnecessary 
and undesirable for many reasons, said 
Judge Torrey. ‘‘Because one party to a 
transaction on credit becomes bankrupt, 
his misfortune should not be visited upon 
the other party to the transaction. Sup- 
pose, for example, a man residing in a 
county in a state farther east from the 
place of the meeting of the bankruptcy 
court should have a transaction on cred- 
it with his neighbor. It would be within 
the contemplaton of the transaction that 
if one wanted to sue the other he could 
do so in their home court. If one of them 
became bankrupt and it was necessary to 
have a law suit in order to determine theit 
rights, it could not be heard.under the 
provisions of this bill in their own home 
court, but they would have to go away to 
the meeting place of. the United States dis- 
trict court. This would be a very great 
hardship upon the parties and would not 
‘serve any good purpose. "Me provision 
should be that notwithstanding the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, still the same court 
which would have had jurisdiction, except 
for them, should continue to have jurisdic- 
tion. In this way the litigation would be 
disposed of at the smaliest possible ex- 
pense, with the greatest convenience to 
the parties and without working any hard- 
ship upon the one not a bankrupt.” 

Suppose a Creditor Is Unable. 

The bill provides as follows: ‘‘That as 
soon as the petitioner has been adjudicated 
a bankrupt, as hereinbefore specified, all 
creditors shall, without any further notice, 
be required within thirty days thereafter 
to make and file in writing and under oath 
the proof of their claims, accompanied 
with a statement of any and all securities 
held for such claims, which proof shall be 
filed with the clerk of the court.” 

Concerning this provision he said: “This 
provision does not maké any allowance 
for cases in which the creditor is unable 
to file his claim within that time. If a 
creditor’s name should by accident or de- 
sign be omitted from the list of creditors, 
or if a wrong address should be given, the 
creditor might not receive within thirty 
days any notice of the pendency of the 
proceedings. There might be cases in which 
unliquidated claims were in litigation, and 
it might not be terminated until after the 
expiration of the thirty days; if so, such 
creditors under ‘this peremptory require- 
ment would be denied any part of the es- 
tate.”’ 

The Question of Discharges. 

In pointing out the fact that the . pro- 
visions of the bill with reference to dis- 
charges might work great hardships to 
debtors as well as ereditors, Judge Torrey 
said: ‘‘Provisions with regard to the dis- 
charge of the bankrupt are that where 
there are assets in the estate that it shall 
be fully administered before the discharge 
can be granted. There might be matters in 
litigation which would delay the closing of 
the estate for years, and in such an event 
it would be a very great hardship upon 
the debtor to wait all that time to have 
a hearing as to whether or not he was en- 
titled to a discharge. In estates in which 
there are no assets the discharge may be 
granted at the time of the first hearing 
upon the petition. There might be cases 
in which the entire estate would have been 
conveyed away in fraud of creditors. In 
the usual order of events it would be im- 
possible to show these facts at the first 
hearing, and yet the discharge under this 
bill would be granted at that time. It might 
be that the list of creditors and printing 
of the notice had been so manipulated 
that many of them might not know of 
the pendency of the proceedings; the result 
would be that the bankrupt would be dis- 
charged, although guilty of unblushing 
fraud; and yet there would be no recourse 
under the bill, since it does not make any 
provisions for the setting aside of a frau- 
dulent discharge.” 


Appeals Depend Upon Assets. 

When the subject of appeals was reach- 
ed in the dill. he read the section over a 
couple of times and finally remarked: 

“This section seems faulty on many 
grounds, but even if appeals may be taken 
under the jurisdiction endeavored to be 
given, still the action could not, it seems 
to me, be justified. It is reasonable that 
if the United States district courts should 
wrongfully adjudge a person or firm to be 
bankrupt ‘that the persons so aggrieved 
ought to have the right of appeal irrespec-

This dis- 
tinction did not exist in any one of our 
three old Dankruptcy laws, and does not 
exist in any of the bankruptcy laws of 
other countries.” 
The Rights of Debtors. 

As to the probable views of debtors con- 
cerning the bill he said: 

“There is no right which an honest in- 
solvent would enjoy under this bill which 
would not, in my judgment, be more per- 
fectly enioved under one which was com- 
prehensive of the subject.’’ 

In reply to an inquiry as to the rights of 
creditors in involuntary proceedings, the 
answer was as follows: ‘“‘While the bill 
provides that debtors who have committed 
actual fraud may be proceeded against in 
bankruptcy, still there is no provision by 
which their property, which they were 
actively engaged in making away with, 
could be seized at the instance of creditors 
upon their giving bond. The absence of this 
provision seems to render the involuntary 
features of the bill ‘practically nugatory.” 

Believes His Bill Will Pass. 

In speaking generally, Judge Torrey said: 
“This bill is at variance with the views of 
the debtors and creditors who have for 
Many years advocated the passage of our 
bill. Our friends believe that there ought 
to be enacted under the provisions of the 
federal constitution a national bankruptcy 
law which will uphold the integrity -of all 
transactions on credit; under the provisions 
of which the equitable rights of all debtors 
and all creditors will be available to them; 
providine that the estates of debtors who 
are dishonest. or become insolvent and 
are unable or unwilling to prevent prefer- 
ences among their creditors, or who are 
insolvent and unable to pay or renew after 
protracted defaults their commercial paper 


‘for large amounts, shall be rateably divided 


among their creditors; making secure the 
discharge of all unfortunate honest debtors, 
and so strengthening credit as to enable 
them to regain their lost fortunes.”’ 

Concerning the possibility of securing the 
enactment of such a law. he said: “I have 
unbounded confidence in the integrity of the 
members of congress: our bill has suffered, 
it is true, a temporary defeat in the senate, 
but I have not tthe slightest doubt that 
congress will respond ‘to the demands made 
by .the people for the passage of a law 
which shall be comprehensive of the whole 
subject.” 

It is claimed that the vote by which the 
senate passed the Nelson bill is not strict- 
ly a test of the strength of that measure, 
since the friends of the Torrey bill voted 
for the other bill, after fit had been sub- 
stituted. for to have voted with the oppo- 
nents of all bankruptcy legislation to de- 
feat the substitute would have delayed 
bankruptcy legislation by this congress; 
whereas by voting for the substitute and 
sending it to the house, there would still 
be an opportunity to reverse the substitu- 
tion and ultimately pass the Torrey bill. 
They believe this will be the result.

This was too 
much for Louella and she secured a pistol 
and placed the muzzle at the man’s head. 


| Four times she pulled the trigger, but the

| The case of Bennett against the Southern 

Railway Company occupied the entire at- 
tention of the first division of the city 
court yesterday morning, argument upon 
& motion to 0n-suit the case being heard 
at length by Judge Reid. 
|} The argument will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 9 e’clock, when court again con- 
venes and some decision will be handed 
dcewn in the case before the hour of noon 
} Bennett claims that he was run down 
by one of the exposition trains and that 
after he had been in plain view of the en- 
gineer for a distance of more than one 
hundred yards, the engineer failed to 
slacken the speed of the train and deliber- 
ately ran upon him without giving the 
danger signal and also failing to ring the 
bell or apply the brakes. 

The company claims that Bennett was a 
tresspasser upon the property of the rail- 
road company and had no right under the 
law to be upon the track at that place It 
was shown the place where Bennett was 
struck was not a public road crossing, the 
rond claiminz that it was in the yards 
of the company where the trains: were daily 
made up and where the supreme court has 
recently decided is no place for a person 
not an employe of the road to be. 

After some of the evidence ‘had been ~in- 
troduced Judge Dorsey made a motion to 
non-suit the case, claiming that the road 
was not due Bennett any duty of diligence, 
as the supreme court had decided that it 
was not even obligatory upon an engineer 
to look out for persons who were tres- 
passers, the road only owing them the duty 
to stop the train provided the persen on 
the track was seen in time by the engi- 
neer. : 

The evidence shown by Bennett was that 
he was at the place where the accident oc- 
curred because he desired to ‘mail a letter 
in a mail car which was Standing upon an 
adjacent track. He says he crossed one 
of the tracks and was about to ctoss 
the second when he stopped to allow an 
outgoing train to pass. As he backed away 
from the track upon which the outgoing 
train was coming toward him he s'itepped 
upon the track upon which the incoming 
exposition train was approaching. The 
incoming train {s said to have been running 
at a high rate of speed and struck the man 
after he had been on the track for a brief 
moment of time. 

Glenn & Rountree. representing Ben- 
nett, took the position that the negro was 
in peril from the time he began to walk 
backward from the truck upcn which the 
outging train was coming. They stated 
that the engineer of the incoming train had 
ample opportunity to see Bennett and that 
it was but the presumption of common 
Sci se that Bennett would step back upon 
_the parallel track. 

Bennett was present in court. Both legs 
were cut off at the knees and he has been 
crippled for life. He places his damayes 
against the road in the sum of $20,000, and 
unless the motion to non-suit the case is 
allowed, the trial will consume several 
days. 

One -of the principal contentions made 
by the plaintiff is that the engineer did 
not discharge his obligations under the 
ordinances of the city. It is claimed that 
the ordinance of the city in regard to he 
rate of speed of trains running within the 
city limits was not obeyed and that Ben- 
nett would not have been struck had the 
engineer strictly carried out the ordinance 
to the letter.

DOUGLAS COOPER'S

COLONEL FANNIN RELATES IT 


Cooper Was Hiding in His House After 
the Shooting.

HE TOLD HIM ALL ABOUT THE AFFAIR 


He Went After Officers and Saw 
Cooper Surrender—The Line of 
Cooper’s Defense.

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tion, steadiness and humanity. Reasonable 
indulgence should 'se granted to tie mnen- 
tal imbecility a:Jd caprices of the sick. 
Secrecy and delicacy should be strictly ob- 
served. 

“Frequent visits should be made only 
when necessary, for unnecessary visits are 
to be avoided, as they give useful anxiety 
to the patient and render the physician 
liable to be suspected of interested mo- 
tives. 

“A physician should not be forward to 
make prognostications, but should give 
friends of the patient timely notice of real 
danger. But this office should be assigned 
to the friends of the family whenever it 
can be done. 

“A physician ought not to abandon a 
patient because the case is incurable. 

“A patient should, if possible, avoid even 
the friendly visits of a physician who is 
not attending him, and when he does. re- 
ceive them, he should never converse on 
the subject of his disease.’’ 

Their Duty to Each Other. 

In the second chapter are found the fol- 
lowing rules on ethics: 

“Those who enter the medical profession 
should maintain its dignity and honor. 
They should be temperate in all things; ob- 
serve strictly the laws for the government 
of its members, and should use every hon- 
orable means of enriching the science.”’ 

It is in chapter 2, article 1 and paragraph 
$ that the rule is laid down about public 
advertising. It says: 

“It is derogatory to the dignity of the 
profession to resort to public advertise- 
ments or private cards, or hand bills, in- 
viting the attention of-individuals affected 
with particular diseases—publicly offering 
advice and medicine to the poor gratis, or 
promising radical cures; or to publish cases 
or operations in the daily prints, or suffer 
such publications to be made; laymen to be 
present at operations, to beast of cures 
or remedies, to adduce certificates of skill 
and success or to perform any other simibar 
acts. 

“It is also derogatory for a physician to 
hold a patent tor any surg.cal operation 
or secret nostrum.”’ 

The Public and the Profession. 

In the third chapter are to be found the 
following rules: 

“As good citizens, it is the duty of phy- 
sicians to be ever vigilant in sustaining its 
institutions and burdens, they should be 
ever ready to give counsel to the public 
in relation to the matters especially apper- 
taining to their prolession, as on subjects of 
medical poiice, public hygiene and legal 
medicine, and shouid enlighten the pubiic 
on all sanitary matters, etc. 

“They should be ready to help coroner's 
juries, courts of justice and investigations 
as to questions of sanity, legitimacy, mur- 
ders by violent methods, and other sub- 
jects embraced in the science of medical 
jurisprudence. In such cases: the pubic 
should award them a proper ‘honorarium.’

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Colonel James H. Fannin, one of the 
leading citizens of LaGrange and one who 
probably knows more than anybody else 
about the capture of Cooper, was in the 
city yesterday and on being seen related 
the circumstances, which are extremely in- 
teresting. 

The story of the capture and the prob- 
able iine of defense that Cooper will make 
are now published for the first time. Much 
has been said about the capture of Cooper, 
but the true facts seem to never have been 
related. 

Colonel Fannin said he was in Atlanta on 
the day Cooper shot and killed Dunson 
and didn’t know who did the shooting un- 
til the train he was on was nearing La- 
Grange that afternoon 

“No one was ever more astonished than I 
was,’ said he, “‘when I arrived at home 
and found Mr. Douglas Cooper in my house. 
The first words he spoke to me were to 
ask if Mr. Dunson was dead. I told him 
that as far as I had been informed I be- 
lieved he had lived hardly over an hour 
after the fatal shot was fired. 

“Cooper then asked me for my advice. I 
told him I felt incompetent to advise him 
in so important a matter. He asked me 
why, and I told him I had just arrived and 
knew none of the circumstances surround- 
ing the sad affair. 

‘‘He then informed me that he was having 
a difficulty with a negro and that Mr. Dun- 
son ordered him away. I asked him if he 
was in Mr. Dynson’s store and he said he 
was not. He said he then asked Mr. Dun- 
son why he interfered with a difficulty be- 
tween him and a negro. 

intended To Strike Him. 

‘Mr. Dunson’s reply exasperated him and 
he then slapped him in the face with his 
left hand. Mr. Dunson resented this, he 
said, and he intended to strike him over 
the head with the pistol and he supposed 
his finger must have struck the trigger, 
causing the weapon to discharge. He said 
no one could regret the result more than 
he did and he would rather have been 
killed himself. 

“He told me he wanted to be governed 
by my advice and I then advised him to 
surrender to the sheriff. He consented to 
do this. I then told him I disliked to as- 
sume so great a responsibility without the 
advice of some one who knew more of the 
circumstances than I did. I desired to 
confer with another party, to which he 
consented. : 

“I went to Judge. Ferrell’s home at 11 
o’clock at night and talked with him. He 
advised the same course that I had previ- 
ously advised. I then notified Mr. Cooper 
and he gave his ready consent. 

“I went to the home of the sheriff. He 
was out hunting Mr. Cooper. I then went 
to the chief marshal’s house at almost 1 
o'clock at night. I was informed there 
that he was with the sheriff. 

“Just before reaching my gate on my re- 
turn home I heard a man walking by Mr. 
Cooper’s lot, opposite my residence. When 
he turned and started toward the city I 
cAillied and asked who it was. He asked me 
who I was, and after hollering at him a 
few minutes I found out that it was Dick- 
erson, one of the marshais of the town. 

“I asked him to come where I was and 
when he came I asked him what he was 
doing there. He said he had some men on 
guard in Mr. Cooper’s yard and wanted to 
see that they didn’t go to sleep. He said 
they were watching for Douglas Cooper. 

Capture of Cooper. 

“I asked him if he expected to catch him 
at his father’s house. He said he didn’t 
know but what he might. He said he 
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tection if he captured him. He said he 
would. I then made him give me his sol- 
emn promise that he would protect Coop- 
er and then told him I knew where the 
young man was. 

“He asked me where, and in answer I 
pointed to the light in the window over 
my parlor and said, ‘He fs in that room.’ 
He said, ‘Can I get him? I said, ‘Under 
the pledge of your prulection you can.’ He 
then pledged his protection. 

“I then went into the house with him. 
where Cooper readily gave himself up and 
Dickerson took him to jat!, accompanied 
by myself and officers. That is the real 
story of the capture of Douglas’ Cooper. 
He was not routed out of my house.’’ 

Colonel Fannin made this statement on 
account of the fact that several versions 
of the affair have been published. 

Cooper’s Line of Defense. 

The counsel for Douglas Cooper have 
never stated what would be their line of 
defense, and there has been much conjec- 
ture as to how they could justify Cooper 
for what appears on the face to be cold 
blooded murder. 

From what Colonel Fannin says Cooper 
told him of the shooting on the night it 
took place, it would seem that the line of 
defense will be that the shooting was ac- 
cidental. 3 : 

Cooper told Judge Fannin that he intend- 
ed to strike Dunson over the head with 
the pistol and that his finger must have 
struck the trigger in some way, thereby 
discharging the weapon. This version of 
the story has never been told, and it makes 
interesting reading.

A WILD SPREE. 


The Little Fellow Says a White Man 
Made Him Drink the 
Liquor.

H. R. Goldwire, Madison, Ga.; E. C. Al- 
len, Americus, Ga.; R. A. Huson, Coving- 
ton, Ga.; T. M. Foley, Columbus, Ga. A 
large number of Atlanta certificate holders 
were also present. Mr. Albert, one of the 
lawyers for the moving creditors, and 
Mr. Burton Smith, attorney for the re- 
ceiver, stated that they proposed to exert 
every effort to collect the money for the 
certificate holders and pay it to them. 
They also stated that a large per cent of 
the reserve and redemption fund would be 
paid the certificate holders. Mr. Mathews 
stated that he was formally director of the 
company; that he had agreed to serve as 
receiver solely because he and the }resi- 
dent were exceedingly anxious that all 
certificate holders should receive’ their 
money. He did not desire to receive any 
compensation as receiver until after they

WAS THE WHISKY POISONOUS? 


Butcher Buys a Recipe Telling How 
To Make Cheap Booze. 


MANUFACTURED A LARGE SUPPLY OF IT 


Friends Joined Him in Testing the 
New Process of Liquor Making. 
Coroner Comes Later. 


Jonesboro, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)}—Two 
men died here today from the effects of 
alleged whisky they drank while on a spree 
last Saturday night. 

L. J. Bright and Jack Phillips are the 
victims. 

Bright had been the town’s butcher for 
several years and had the respect of his 
fellow citizens prior to his days of dissipa- 
tion. Phillips was a young farmer liv- 
ing near town. 

Bright obtained possession of a receipt 
for the manufacture of whisky at very little 
cost and having prepared a quantity of 
the concoction invited a few friends to par- 
take of it last Saturday night. The party 
gathered in his butcher shop and put in 
several hours in drinking and revelry. 

The two deaths today resulted from the 
affair of Saturday night. 

All of those who participated in the af- 
fair have been very sick and it will not be 
surprising if more deaths occur. It is the 
general opinion here that there was some- 
thing of a poisonous nature in the con- 
coction prepared by Bright. It is known 
that the receipt contained cologne spirits 
as one of its severa! ingredients. 

The receipt was purchased by Bright 
about three weeks ago from a man in 
Fayette county and several gallons of spir- 
its has been prepared from it. Each of 
the dead men leaves a penniless family. 


A FIGHT ON DISPENSARY LAW. 


Motion in U. S. Court To Prevent South 
Carolina from Seizing Liquors. 
Charlestdn, S. C., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
ecarload of California liquors seized here 
two weeks ago by dispensary constables 
came up in the United States circuit court 
today. Vanderook & Co. filed a bill for in- 
junction and relief against Liquor Com- 
missioner Vance and every member of 
the constabulary in any way connected 
with the seizure. In the bill damages to 
the extent of $5,000 are asked for and the 
court is prayed to grant a permanent in- 
junction restraining the state from con- 
fiscating other shipments that are to be 
made to South Carolina. The ground for

Should this injunction be granted a big 
prop will be knocked from under the dis-~ 
pensary law in ffils state. Liquors can 
then be brought in and sold the same as 
if regular barrooms were licensed. 

Jut@ge Simonton issued an order fixing 
May i7th for the hearing of the motion to 
have injunction put into effect. A big 
fight will follow, but the chances are that 
the state will lose. -

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A Good Thing All Around. 

At Tast Atlanta is to have a city hall 
of its own, and the county is to have a 
new courthouse and public building. 

The problem which has vexed the peo- 
ple of both the county and the city for 
a long time has been satisfactorily 
solved by the city trading with the 
county—which virtually means that the 
city trades with itself, for Atlanta is 
about ninety-five one-hundredths of Ful- 
ton county. 

By the unanimous action of the coun- 
cil yesterday the mayor, finance com- 
mittee and the council were empowered 
to purehase the county court- 
house from the county for $150,- 
000, payable $30,000 annually—the first 
two payments without interest, and 
the last three at 4 percent. The lot 
fronts one hundred and thirty-six feet 
on South Pryor street, and one hundred 
and eighty-three feet on Hunter street, 
and the building is in every way ade- 
quate to the demands of a city hall. It 
will serve the purpose of the city ad- 
mirably, and give Atlanta the most com- 
modious city hall of any southern city. 

The county now owns the lot adjoin- 
ing the courthouse, fronting one hun- 
dred and forty-two feet on South Pryor 
street, and with a depth of one hundred 
and eighty-five feet. With the $150,000 


received from the city, added to as much > 


more as is necessary, the county com- 
missioners will erect a magnificent coun- 
ty building on this lot; and no better 
time for the work could be chosen than 
now, when building material is cheap 
and labor in need of employment,’ 

The county commissioners will meet 
on Wednesday, and they will unanimous- 
ly approve the contract—indeed, the ac- 
tion of the council yesterday was based 
on this assurance. 

It is a good trade all around, and it 
refiects credit on Mayor Collier and the 
council, and on the board of commis- 
sioners. It is a happy solution of a 
vexed question, and one which solves 
the city hall and the county courthouse 
problem for many years. 

Why the Greeks Are Demoralized. 

The present demoralized condition 
of affairs in Greece is not due to any 
lack of courage on the part of native 
Gteeks, but largely, if not solely, to 
the interference of foreign powers. who 
will not permit Greece to rule herself. 
Under these circumstances it is) not 
surprising that reverses should have 
overtaken the Greek cause in Thessaly, 
and that revolutionary fires shouid 
have broken out in the neighborhood 
of Athens. 

Though King George has occupied 
the Greek throne for something over 
thirty years, he has never been in full 
touch and sympathy with the people, 
nor enjoyed their confidence to any 
marked degree. This is because of 
his close and intimate relations with 
the European powers, especially Rus- 
sia, and except for the influence of 
these powers some other sovereign 
might today be ruling in his stead. 
Being himself the son of Christian IX 
of Denmark, King George is related to 
the British government through the 
marriage of his sister, Alexandra, to 
the prince of Wales, and also to the 
Russian: government through the mar- 
riage of'his sister, Dagma, the present 
empress dowager, to Alexander II, fath- 
er of the present czar, Nicholas II. 
But the king’s relationship to the roy- 
al family of Russia is not restricted 
to his sister’s marriage with the form- 
er ezar. On October 27, 1867, King 
George himself led to the altar a mem- 
ber of the royal family, Princess Olga, 
daughter of Grand Duke Constantine, 
and niece of Alexander II. In a double 
sense, therefore, the king of Greece is 
related to the Russian government, 
and as Greece has little fondness for 
Russia, it is perfectly natural that King 
George should encounter, in some 
measure at least, the distrust of his 
subjects. Being united by such close 
ties to the various European powers, 
he has nothing in common with the 
Greeks and very little claim upon their 
allegiance. In the veins of his chil- 
dren there is not a single drop of 
Greek blood, the mixture being half 
Danish and half Russian. This fact 
should not be overlooked in account- 
ing for the recent defeat of the Greek 
troops under Prince Constantine. It is 
charged that neither King George nor 
his sons feel the least interest in the 
present campaign apart from its effect 
upon themselves individually, and in 
spite of the dramatic part which they 
have taken in recent events, the people 
are by no means blind to what they be- 
lieve to be their insincerity. 

This explains fully the recent upris- 
ing in Athens and also throws light 
upon the action of the king in dismis- 
sing his premier a few days ago and 
permitting the people to name his suc- 


cessor. 

But, in this connection, it may be 
esked, how does it happen that a for- 
eigner occupies the Greek throne? 
Since achieving their half-way auton- 


| omy the Greeks have submitted to the 


guardianship of the powers, chiefly 
Russia, France and England. This is 
because of the fact that on July 6, 
1827, these three powers entered into 
a compact agreeing to settle all diffii- 
culties between the Greeks and Turks, 
and to stand surety for the young king- 


a king for Greece, 
lected Prince Otho of Bavaria, Under 
King Otho, however, the affairs of the 
kingdom did not progress satisfactori- 
ly, and a turbulent spirit broke out 
among the Greeks which eventually re- 
sulted in the king’s dethronement. In 
1863, when King George, then a mere 
stripling, came to the throne, it was 
over the protest of the Greeks, who pre- 
ferred a member of the British royal 
family. The powers, however, refused 
to ratify this choice, believing that the 
king should come from one of the small- 
er kingdoms and not from one of the 
leading powers. Accordingly, Prince 
George of Denmark was selected for the 
office, and duly entered upon the dis- 
charge of its duties. The office is one 
which pays him handsomely, foreign 
powers paying $60,000 annually toward 
the salary; and, from a monetary view, 
the king can hardly be censured for 
holding on to what pays so well. 

If the new ministry which Premier 
Ralli is now organizing succeeds in 
quieting the discontent of the people, 
all may yet be well with the king, but 
unless order is speedily restored there 
is no telling what the result will be. 
Much depends upon the developments 
of the next few days, and withofit an- 
ticipating the future, it is best to quietly 
await these developments. 
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Alleged Cuban Reforms. 

The announcement comes  frem 
Madrid that the queen regent of Spain 
has recently signed a decree granting 
certain reforms to the Cubans. The 
queen’s action is based upon the re- 
ceipt of information from Captain 
General Weyler stating that the entire 
western part of the island had beey 
subdued, and that a complete victory 
over the insurgents would soon follow. 

Is this another one of General Wey- 
ler’s prevarications, or is the struggle, 
indeed, nearly over in Cuba? 

Since the death of General Maceo 
several weeks ago thea cause of the 
island has been steadily declining, and 
it may be that the hideous nightmare 
of despair has at last fallen upon the 
insurgents. Fighting against such over- 
whelming odds, it is marvelous that 
they have held out so long, and what- 
ever the result of the struggle may be, 
the Cubans are entitled to the respect 
of all men for the courageous fight 
which they have made against tyranny. 

Spain’s treatment of Cuba in past 
years has not been such as to warrant 
much faith in the alleged reforms 
granted by the queen. Indeed, the is- 
land has been most shamefully treat- 
ed by the home government and for 
no other purpose but to raise revenue 
for the crown. After putting down the 
previous rebellion on the island Spain 
solemnly promised to grant reforms to 
the Culsans, but instead of carrying 
out hér piedges in good faith, she con- 
tinued to exact: heavy tribute from 
them and to heap upon them oppres- 
sive burdens of every kind until pa- 
tience at last ceased to be virtuous, and 
the present revolution commenced. 

Since the decree of the queen grant- 
ing reforms to the Cubans is based 
upon statements made by General 
Weyler it remains to be seen whether 
or not these statements are true. If 
the Cubans have decided to give up the 
fight, they have not indicated it in so 
many words, and until something defi- 
nite is heard from the island, the ver- 
acity of General Weyler must remain 
in suspense. At present there is very 
little fighting going on in Cuba, but 
it cannot be inferred from such a cause 
that hostilities have ceased for good. 
If the war is, indeed, over and Cuba 
has lost after the gallant fight she has 
made, every patriotic American. must 
regret it. 
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An Untrustworthy Historian. 

Professor John Bach McMaster «has 
been engaged for some years in writ- 
ing a history of the United States. . 
Whether it is yet finished we do not 
know, but the first vglume was her- 
alded with a great flourish three or 
four years ago, and other volumes 
have been announced from time to 
time. The claim made for Professor 
McMaster’s history was that it was to 
be a thoroughly impartial history of 
the people, and that the social devel- 
opment of all sections and parts of the 
republic was to be recorded with an 
unbiased pen. 

It is not necessary to read Mr. Mc- 
Master’s history to know that its high 
pretensions have mo basis and that it 
is a biased production entitled to no 
weight whatever. We have before us 
the evidence which proves conclusively 
that Mr. McMaster is incapable of 
writing an impartial history. The 
evidence is indubitable because it is 
furnished by Mr. McMaster himself. 

It seems that the Grand Army of the 
Republic or those who presume to 
stand for that organization, are not at 
all satisfied with the school histories 
heretofore written by northern men. 
They are too lenient to the south—that 
is to say, they approach too nearly the 
character of real history. The pur- 
pose of the Grand Army in casting 
about for a history which ghall ap- 
peal to the spirit of sectionalism and 
prejudice that was rampant directly 
after the war is one that we cannot 
understand. There have been section- 
al school histories written by southern 
men, but these histories have not 
been produced as the formal demand of 
southern sentiment, and their success 
has not been such as to gratify those. 
who are responsible for them. 

In fine, southern school histories 
written with a view of perpetuating 
sectionalism are the result of private 
enterprise and individual rancor. They 
have made no impression on the pub- 
lic mind in the south, and their au- 
thors have won neither fame nor for- 
tune. | 

But the project of the Grand Army 
of the Republic is a different matter 
altogether. Here we have the specta- 
cle of the men who fought gallantly 
for the preservation of the union put-

Now in this statement is to be found 
conclusive evidence not only that Pro- 
fessor John Bach McMaster’s larger 
history is untrustworthy, but that he 
is disqualified from writing history im- 
partial enough to be trustworthy. The 
New York World says that he has 
put aside his character and conscience 
as a historian to write a school his- 
tory inaspiri of hired hostility to 
the southern afmies and their leaders. 
But this is a mistake. No man who 
has a character and conscience as a 
historian to begin with could be in- 
duced to lay them aside in a matter of 
this kind. Money could not move him. 
He could not be hired to wound his 
reputation in this manner. He could 
not be bribed to color his history to 
suit the narrow views of those who de- 
sire to perpetuate sectionalism. 

We say, therefore, that Mr: McMas- 
ter’s Grand Army performance shows 
that he has neither the character nor 
the conscience of a_ historian. He 
has entered the temple of history only 
to defile it. We may paraphrase and 
apply to him (only with far more truth 
and justice) the dictum that he applies 
to General Lee. It is the business of 
history to look upon men and events 
with impartial eye and to treat them 
all with impartial hand. If Mr. Mc- 
Master wished to be regarded as a his- 
torian he Jhad no business to destroy 
the very foundation of his reputation; 
he had no business to hire out his tal- 
ent and produce a history professedly 
sectional. : 

Now, we are not protesting against 
his sectional history, for it will do no 
harm save to the man that wrote it. 
North, south, east and west there is a 
dominant and active sentiment of jus- 
tice. It is a high court, indeed, and 
before this tribunal such . productions 
are pilloried and purged. What we 
protest against is the fact that Mr. Mc- 
Master’s larger history should be ad- 
vertised and heralded as a real his- 
tory, when the man has shown himself 
incapable of writing history. 
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The show of which Mr. McKinley is 
the advance agent is evidently stuck in 
the mud. 
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Mr. Dingley cannot find prosperity 
in the old republican trash barrel. 


Messrs. Appleton & Co. should look 
after Mr. John Bach McMaster. A 
man who writes sectional history to 
order cannot be trusted to write im- 
partial history for pleasure.

The thirteen distinguished army cficers 
who made up the courtmartial, which con- 
yened at Fort McPherson exactly two 
weeks ago, reached a decision in the mat- 
ter yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clol’y: 

When the court was organized each mem-~ 
ber took a solemn oath not to divulge the 
finding of the body until the proper chan- 
nel had been gone through, and hence it 
willbe two weeks or more before the re- 
guilt of the most remarkable trial on record 
is known to the public.

Judge William T. Newman, who has 
been in New Orleans for several weeks sit- 
ting on the United States court of ap- 
peals, will return to Atlanta this morning.

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not struck him with a clinched fist or with 
his right hand. 

Captain Romeyn asked why it was that 
Mrs. O'Brien and Lieutenant Bamford were 
not brought in as witnesses to disclaim 
many of the comments made upon them. 

“In point of service,”’ said he, “I am the 
senior of any man in this room, and here 
in the last days of my military career, 
when within one month of retirement, am 
ordered up for trial because I desired to 
protect my daughter and thought to warn 
a young man, whom I eonsidered my 
friend, against the wiles of a designing 


woman.”’ 

During the course of his argument Cap- 
tain Romeyn exhibited a large bundle of 
letters he had received from many people 
expressing their sympathy and applauding 
the course he had pursued. 

Carbough in Reply. 

Lieutenant Carbough arose to make his 
argument. Mrom tiie decisions of various 
civil and military courts the judge adjivo- 
cate showed that it was not necessary for 
the prosecution in cases of libel to show 
that the accusations were false, but that 
the burden of proof was put upon the de- 
fendant. 

“In this present case,” said Mr. Car. 
bough, “the accused from the first word 
of the defense to the last, spoken just a 
few moments ago, has been puiling aside 
the veil which shielded his acts and haz 
revealed beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that his true motive was both malignaut 
and hideous. 

“In regard to the gossip in the garrison, 
it would have been much better for many 
of the witnesses who have testified here 
for the defense had they been more famil- 
iar with the dictionary and had known the 
meaning of the term ‘public scandal. 
they consulted any authority on English, 
they would have ascertained the knowiedge 
that innocent acts could never become pub- 
lic scandal but that the very gossip they 
indulged in so assiduously constituted the 
scandal.”’ 

A Remarkable Trial. 

The trial of Captain Romeyn has been 
one of the most remarkable in the history 
of the United States army. The officers 
connected with the court say that this trial 
has been an entirely new experience to 
them and one through which they do not 
care to pass again soon. Aside from being 
tedious, the evidence introduced has made 
the hearing anything but pleasant, and 
every one concerned in the unusual and un- 
fortunate affair is sincerely glad that it 
is finished. 

The trial has attracted attention all over 
the country. Since the first day’s session 
all the great daily papers from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific have had extended 
and full accounts of the proceedings, and 
all have made editorial comments on the 
affair. The New York papers of Sunday, 
which reached the city yesterday, have 
from a column to a page of the strange 
case, together with many illustrations of 
the principals. |

the trial.. The following clipping from The 
Army and Navy Journal will be read with 
interest.

With his family and will visit all of his 
friends while in the city. He has been 
away for quite awhile and will take this 
opportunity to attend to a lot of private 
business in the eity. 

Judge Newman is returning to Atlanta 
mainly to be present at the marriage of 
Miss Gussie Grady, which occurs Wed- 
nesday evening. He is a life-long friend 
of the Grady family and was very anxious 
to come to see Miss Grady married. 

While he is here Judge Newman wilt 
hold court in both the circuit and district 
departments of the federal courts. elhere 
is a lot of business that will have to be at- 
tended to and he will utilize the few days 
he is here in disposing of the more pressing 
cases. There are & number of United 
States prisoners.in jail who are anxious 
to plead guilty and they will be given an 
opportunity this week. 

Will Hear Transier Case. 

It is probabie that Judge Newman will 
hear the transfer ca®e while he is here, 
and that the citizens of Atianta will know 
whether or not the Consolidated railway 
or the people shall rule the city. The case 
is set for the 20th and was to be heard 
at New Orleans, but the attorneys for 
both the city and the Consolidated may 
take advantage of Judge Newman’s 
and save themselves the 
trouble and inconvenience of going to New 
Orleans on the 20th. The attorneys have 
not communicated with Judge Newman 
relative tu a trial of the case during his 
presence in the city, but they will, so it is 
said, approach him on that subject as soon 
as he arrives this morning. The attorneys 
are said to have their cases prepared and 
all that is necessary,is for Judge Newman 
to consent to a hearing. of the petition of 
the Consolidated. 

Besides the transfer case there are a 
few other -cases of more or less im- 
portance that may be tried during Judge 
Newman’s stay in Atlanta. None of these 
are very pressing and it may be that the 
judge will not like to go into any extensive 
hearings, especially as his visit here is 
primarily of a social nature. 

Will Meet Thursday. 

The court will probably not be 
convened until Thursday morning, as 
Judge Newman will want at least a day 
of rest before beginning new duties, as he 
is just now from the bench at New Or- 
leans, Where he has been very busy hear- 
ing cases with the two other members 
of the appellate court. | 

In all probability he will eall the court 
to order at 9 o'clock Thursday morning 
and then United States District Attorney 
Ed A. Angier will be given his first cp- 
portunity to conduct a case in the federal 
court. As Colonel Angier was in the dis- 
trict attorney’s office for four years as 
assistant, he is entirely familiar with all 
the details of the work, and he will not be 
a green hand at all when he gets up and 
starts the prosecution of the moonshiners 
charged with violating Uncle Sam’s laws. 
There are quite a nuniber of moonshiners 
in jail, but the majority of them will plead 
guilty so as to get through with their 
sentence as soon as possible and get back 
to their families. It is not known ‘zet 
whether or not Judge Newman will enter 
into the trial of all the United States pris- 
oners in jail, but it is very probable that 
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has become necessary that the brave young 
woman should come, into a great share of 
unhappy, notoriety “and be placed in 
rather embarrassi sition.

After returning to New Orleans Judge 
Newman will not come to Atlanta until 
some time in June, when he will come 
back for a short time. He may not remain 
here to hold court in June, as it is probable 
that he will get Judge Bowman to hold 
court in his stead. He will be worn out 
after a long term of work on the appellate 
court and will not wish to enter again into 
the arduous duties of the courts here 


VERDICT FOR ELECTRIC LINE. 


The Atlanta Railway Gets Veraict of 
a Jury Against Passenger. 

A city court jury yesterday morning 
changed the established order in street 
railway litigation by returning a verdict 
in favor of the defendant against a female 
passenger who was suing for damages. 

The plaintiff, Felston O'Neil, sued ths 
Atlanta Railway Company for $5,000 dam- 
ages for severe injuries resulting from her 
being thrown from a street car of the de- 
fendant near the junction of Piedmont 
avenue and Bilis street in September, 1895. 

Her attorneys, Messrs. Van Epps, Lad- 
s0n & Leftwich and B, W. Wrenn, Jr., 
made an able and vigorous fight in her 
favor and the case was hotly contested 
from the reading of the declaration to the 
finding of the verdict. 

The defendant company through its at- 
torneys, Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell, contested recovery on the theory 
that the street railway compary was not 
liable, the injury occurring on account of 
the carelessness of the plaintiff. 

The case went to the jury on Saturday 
and the verdict in favor of the defendant 
was brought in yesterday morning. 


GOES TO STUDY FRUIT TRADE. 


Mr. D. N. McCullough Leaves Tomor- 
row for California. 

Mr. D. N. McCullough, the well-known 
fruit dealer, will leave for California to- 
day, where he is going in the interest 
of the fruit business. 

The main purpose of his visit to the Pa- 
cific slope is to see what can be done to- 
ward developing the fruit trade between 
California and Atlanta. Mr, McCullough 
thinks that he can accomplish some good 
by ‘going to the western markets and study- 
ing the situation. f 

Since the disastrous freezes of the las/ 
few years Florida has ceased to be the 
Supply depot for this state and the mer- 
chants here have been buying the principal 
part of their fruit from California. A, 
great deal of fruit is consumed in Atlanta 
and at present there is very little system 
about buying the stock from the west. The 
merchants want a eloser trade relationship 
with the large fruit markets of California 
and this is just what Mr. MeCullough is 
trying to secure for his business. 

He’ will spend about a month in Celifor- 
nia and will visit all of the leading mar- 
kets. San Franciseo stands at the head 
of the list as the largest dried fruit, nut 
and raisin market in the entire world. Mr. 
McCullough will do all in his power to 
remedy the existing trade conditions urd to 
inaugurate a better trade relation between 
the east and the west.

Committee Will Report on-’Plans for 
Taking It Out of the Court.

President Gress Owes the Bank About 
$15,000 in Notes,

The searchlight of the grand jury’s in- 
vestigation is gradually bringing new de- 
velopments in the Cassin case and the 
situation of the affairs of the Georgia Loan, 
Savings and Banking Company and the 
other corporations through which Cassin 
and others have been operating. 

Slowly the veil of mystery is being push- 
ed back and the public is now promised 
some inside facts in the litigation which 
came so suddenly, but which gives every 
indication of having been in course of 
preparation for many weeks, perhaps msny 
months. 

A partial list of creditors and debtors of 
the bank was secured yesterday and is 
furnished this morning by The Constitu- 
tion. Other details have come to light 
and many transactions which have been 
secretly guarded from the public will prob- 
ably soon be exposed by the grand jury. 

President Gress was not before the grand 
jury yesterday. Whether that body de- 
sired his presence is not known, but it 
was stated at the bank that its president 
was in New York. After stopping over a 
day at the Nashville exposition, President 
Gress left for New York, where he will 
remain until tonight or tomorrow morning. 
He is expected home by Thursday morn- 
ing. The grand jury meets again Thurs- 
day morning and the return of Mr. Gress 
is.said to be of considerable significance. 

Yesterday’s session of the grand jury 
was long and tedious. But few witnesses 
were examined during the day, but it is 
known that the entire time the jury was 
in session the Cassin and bank cases were 
all that was considered by the members 
of the jury. Just in what light the pitua- 
tion is now viewed by that body is not 
known, as there has not been the slightest 
intimation made by any one, 

The Condition of the Bank. 

The condition of affairs of the Georgia 
Loan, Savings and Banking Company 
shows that many papers and notes have 
been discounted by various persons who 
are now heavily indebted to the institu- 
tion, 

Amcng the assets of .he bank is a note 
sigr.ed by Mr. Gress, its president. The 
ncete is in the amount of $15,000, and is te- 
the stock of the bank of 
which he is president. This note, it is 
said, was given by Mr. Gress in payment 
for bank stock which he is said to have 
purchased at a cost considerably below 
par. 

President Gress is interested in the bank 
to the extent of $50,000, but it is claimed 
that all of this stock has not been paid 
for and the $15,000 of netes is a balance 
that Mr. Gress owes the bank in purchase 
money for stock which shows to be in his 
name and title. 

An officer of the bank volunteered the 
information. yesterday that President Gress 
had never borrowed any money from the 
bank and that his notes now with the 
bank were given for the stock which he 
had been purchasing from various purties. 
It is said that Mr. Gress Jeft instructions 
with Cassin to buy any stock that was 
being offered for sale at a cost below par. 
Cassin, it is said, took advantage of tnese 
opportunities, making large purchases, for 
which Mr. Gress gave his notes until the 
sum of $15,000 was reached. In order to 
secure the bank for the payment of the 
notes, Mr. Gress placed the siock for which 
he had paid with the bank behind his 
notes. 

A note of $5,500 made by the United States 
Bond and Mortgage Company is said to be 
among the assets of the bank. The note 
was given for consideration it is ciaimed 
and it now appears as past due and un- 
paid. It will be remembered that an appli- 
cation for receiver has been filed with the 
courts in regard to the United States Bond 
and Mortgage Company, and it is contend- 
ed in this application that this company is 
insolvent. 

What Cassin Owes the Bank. 

The amount of money the bank cliarges 
that is due from Cassin has never been 
placed at a figure larger than $45,000, and 
since the grand jury estimated the short- 
age at $71,000, Many questions have been 
asked about the contradictory figures. 

The figures, approximately, which are 
given out at the bank, show that Cassin 
owes the bank in personal notes the sum 
of $20,000. He is said to be an indorser in 
the sum of $15,000, and aiso has assumed 
the mortgage upon the bank building, 
amounting to $15,000. It is said that the 
bank will be wWable for the amount of the 
mortgage in the event it is not paid by 
Cassin, and from Cassin’s own lips falls 
the statement that he is penniless and has 
nothing with which to pay. The mortgage 
upon the building would, therefore, natur- 

ly be classed as a liability of th. bank. 


pany in the sum of $8,000, 
His alleged shortage with 
Loan and Investment company is said te 
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and Gress are not the only persons who are 
debtors to the bank. It is true that their 
indebtedness represents most of the past 
due accounts, but there are many others 
who have failed to meet their obligations 
with the bank. 

Among the debtors is James H. Purtell, 
who is said to be in arrears with the bank 
in the sum cf. $5,000. The amount of his 
indebtedness is said to be covered and se- 
cured with stock in the United States Bond 
and Mortgage company. 

The stock of the United States Bond and 
Mortgage company is held by Gress, Cassin 
and Purtell, each owning a one-third inter- 
est in the company. 

Another debtor to the bank is J. R. Col- 
lins, whose, notes for $2,000 are with the 
bank at this time. These notes are se- 
cured by real estate, it is said. Mr. Col- 
lins’s notes went to the bank when the 
bank bought the assets of the Home bank 
of Atlanta, with which Mr. Collins was con- 
nected. It is said that Mr. Collins has 
never borrowed a dollar from the Georgia 
Ioan, Savings and Banking Company, and 
that His account is due to the purchase of 
the assets of his bank, as stated. 

Books Are Examined. 

The books of the Georgia Loan, Savings 
and Banking company have been carefully 
examined by an expert accountant, and it 
is said that they do not show that any 
effort has ever been made by Cassin td 
conceal any defalcation. The entries are 
said to be plainly made, showing that at 
certain times he gave notes for certain 
amounts which he charged to his account. 

It is also charged at the bank that Cas- 
sin loaned these amounts to himself, as he 
would to others. This, it is understood, 
will be the defense of Cassin in the event 
his case is reached and is tried in the crim- 
inal court upon the findings of the grand 
jury. 

How the Building Was Sold. 

One of the principal features of the sit- 
uation which has been investigated by the 


grand jury is the manner in which the 
building of the bank was sold. 


Mr. James Riley was summoned betone | 


the grand jury Saturday and he was asked 
a number of questions in regard to the 
sale of the building, which is now occupied 
by the bank and which it is claimed was 
sold to the bank. 

The building was formerly purchased, it 
is said, from Mrs. Kenney, who owned 
the property. The sum she received for the 
property ts said to have been $35,000. She 
sold it to Riley and Cassin. It afterwards 
developed that Mr. Riley sold his one-half 
interest in the bank to Mr. Gress, making 
the title to the property then in Gress and 
Cassin. 

Some time ago, it is alleged, the buiiding 
was sold by Cassin and Gress to the bank 
for $56,000. The sale, it is learned, was 
subject to a mortgage and the mortgage 
has not been paid and may become a l- 
ability df the bank, as Cassin cannot meet 
the payment. |

The Columbus people claim that they 
were forced out by a combination that 
disliked them. There was no written con- 
tract between the ciubs and for this rea- 
son Columbus retired without making eny 
iorfeit.

week Columbus was to play Chaitanooga. 
That city had already played Columbus 
on the grounds of the latter city, and had 
been treated all right, if what the Columbus 
le say is true.

to play the Atlantas. They were badly de- 
feated by Sheridan’s men and after the 
games here the manager of the Chatta- 
nooga team telegraphed here to the tnan- 
ager of the Columbus team, telling him 
not to bring his bum players there to play, 
as he would not play them. This meant 
the disbandment of the Columbus team 
and it was feared that the Soufheastern 
League had to go. 

The Columbus players went home and 
in a few days it was announced that At- 
lanta had signed Conniff, Columbus’ 
pitcher.

An Ordinance Introduced in Council 
Requiring Safety Appliances. 


THE CONSOLIDATED’S TRIALS 


Residents on North Avenue Want That 
Street Paved with Wood. 


BICYCLES MUST KEEP TO THE RIGHT 


Too Many Accidents Ocqur from a 
Violation of a Rule of the Road. 
Too Much Dust. 


Alderman Woodward introduced an ordi- 
nance in the city council yesterday after- 
noon requiring all street car companies in 
the city to equip their cars with fenders 
for the safety of the public. 

The measure was not read, however, ac- 
cording to the usual custom, but Mr. Wood- 
ward stated he had received a communica- 
tion from Vice President Woodruff, of the 
Consolidated, which had prompted him to 
have the measure referred to the commit- 
tee on electric and other railways before 
going before council. This course was 


taken. 

It is not probable, however, that the ordi- 
nance will ever be passed, as the Consoll- 
dated has now under consideration and ex- 
periment a fender. When Vice President 
Woodruff heard of the proposed ordinance 
he wrote Mr. Woodward of the company’s 
action and requested that the committee 
inspect-the proposed fender before passing 
on the ordinance. 

Mr. Woodward agreed to this and the 
committee will probably go on a tour of 
inspection to the Consolidated’s power- 
house one day this week. The fender is 
entirely new and>original with the Con- 
solidated management, is frstened to the 
trucks of the car, and, it is claimed, will 
be the means of saving maay lives in At- 
lanta. 

If the councilmen are satisfied that the 
Consolidated’s fender will be sufficient the 
ordinance may be withdrawn, provided the 
other companies in the city adopt a simi- 
lar plan. 

Will Pave North Avenue. 

An ordinance was introduced providing 
for the paving of North avenue from 
Peachtree to Williams street with the Wil- 
liams wooden block at a total cost not to 
exceed $11,750. 

The pavement is to be laid on a concrete 
foundation and is to: be paid for one-third 
by the city and two-thirds by the property 
owners on each side of the street. 

The ordinance was referred to the street 
committee, who will no doubt take favor- 
able action at their next regular meeting. 
North avenue is a handsome residence 
street and the majority of citizens along 
it are heartily in favor of a pavement, 

To Remedy Forsyth Street Bridge. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, 
sent a communication to council which 
calls for two very important changes. 

The chief states the south end of the 
Forsyth street bridge is too/jslick in wet 
weather for the Tire horses to pass and 
asks that the paving be changed to brick 
or some material on which the horses can 
run. 

He also requests that the buildings in the 
rear of Hirsch Bros.’ store on Whitehall 
street, now being used by the sanitapy de- 
partment, be torn down, as they are in 
danger of being burned. 

The communication was referred to the 
fire and street committees. 

Cars Raise Too Much Dust. 

A petition was read from several citizens 
residing in the hollow on Edgewood ave- 
nue complaining that Consolidated cars on 
that street raise too much dust for the 
comfort and cleanliness of the neighbor- 
hood. They ask that the speed be either 
made slower or that sprinklers be used. 
The matter was referred to the committee 
on electric and other railways. 

A petition was read from citizens on 
Garnett street protesting against the move- 
ment to lower the grade on that thorough- 
fare between Madison avenue and White- 
hall street. The residents claim such a 
move would greatly decrease the value of 
their property; that their widewalks would 
have to be lowered and that they would 
receive no benefit therefrom. The petition 
was referred to the street committee. 

The Line of the Park. 

Councilman Lumpkin introduced a resolu- 
tion to make the proposed roadway on the 
western side of Grant park the boundary 
of the resort. Mr. Jacob Haas was present 
and told the council great trouble would 
naturally be obviated if such action was 
taken, as there was only one-haif acre of 
ground that would have to be purcnased, 
whereas if the boundary was not changed 
large tracts of ianu would have w ve 
bought by the city. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Alderman Hirsch introduced an orainance 
to make all vehicies and bicycies of every 
description in the city always go to the 
right when traveling on the streets. The 
penalty prescribed is not more tnan giv 
hne or not tonger than thirty days in the 
stockade. 

“Mir. tHursch’s object is to prevent acci- 
dents which occur as the result of the 
disobedience of tnis unwritten law. The 
matter was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee.

“How much did you clear last year?’ 

“Well, I would hate to say; people might 
not believe me, (I had ascertained before 
that he had made 37,000.) My land, for 
which I gave $10 an acre, has paid me fully 
20 per cent in cotton returns, not to speak 
of my gains from other sources. While I 
have been saving all this money and buying 
land, I have freely stocked all my places 
out of the proceeds which I do not count. 
I have now 2,i0 acres of land, a tewn 
house and lot, forty-four head of horses 
and mules, 100 Jersey and scrub cows, 150 
head of improved hogs, besides wagons, 
buggies, plows and all kinds of machines 
used on a big farm. I now run a public gin 
on my home place, as well as a gristmill.”’ 

At this point Colonel MelIntosh teld a 
good story as illustrating the common 
sense of Powell at the beginning of the 
market season. Powell and une of the larg- 
est cotton raisers met on the sireet, and 
began to talk of prices, and when it would 
be best to sell. The white man said: 

I intend to hold mine back for a rise 
in the price.’’ 

In his quiet way Powell said: 

“Tney never want cotton half so bad 
as they do right at first, and I will 
Sell.every bale as soon as I can roll it in.” 

The two men met again last week and 
showed up their cotton receipts. Powell, 
who sold at once, had made $1,200 more 
on the same amount of cotton Than his 
white neighbor, ‘who had held his back, 

‘“‘There’s money in cotton all the time,” 
said Powell, 
money for other things you can raise at 
home. Five cent pays well and 7 vents 
is bushels. I can always make the differ- 
ence good by living at home.’”’ 

Powell is not the only man of his race 
who has made what is called “‘big’’ money. 
As he is a mulatto, inheriting, as will be 
seen from his picture, the phrenological 
cast of the caucasion, it may be argued 
that his success springs from that strain. 
To offset that idea, Mr. Billingslea is as 
black and full-blooded a negro as ever 
disported himself in the. jungles. of Africa, 
with a greazy coal face, great lips, which, 
when parted, display almost wealth enotgh 
of ivory for an elephant. He has come 
right out of slavery itself and is now the 
owner of 2,000 acres of land, from which 
he markets 400 bales of cotton annually. 
Besides his success on the farm, he has 
developed the country supply store idea, 
and thus rakes in thousands of dollars a 
year. Deal Jackson is another typical 
‘before the war’ negro, who owns 600 
acres of land worth $10,000, who has money 
to loan at all times. Still another is Joe 
Jeff, a full-blooded African, living on the 
east side of the river, who owns 1,500 acres 
of superb land, out of which he makes 
equally good returns with those already 
mentioned. 

“T was anxious that you should meet 
these men,” said Colonel McIntosh, “for 
two reasons: first, because no white man 
should be afraid to do as well as they 
have done and here is their greatest pos- 
sibility: second, the ownership of property 
makes good citizens of the negroes. The 
influence of these men whom you have 
met is great with members of their race, 
and I am proud of them. The Herald 
treats them fairly and squarely.” ; 

“That you does,” interrupted Powell. 

‘“‘And they, in turn, help to preserve the 
good relationship between. the races, which 
has removed all the rancor of former 
times. We always work together and for 
the common good. I can go to these men 
at any time and make suggestions as to 
proper lines upon which to wark, and they 
have the good sense to comply, so that 
racial troubles never oceur here. When- 
ever you hear of such trouble it is between 
a no-account white man and a mean ne- 
gro, and we are then just as certain to 
get rid of the ome as of the other. These 
men command the highest credit in our 
banks and commercial houses.” 

Altogether these incidents and conversa- 
tions furnish one of the best lessons as 
to the possibilities of Georgia, and new 
I am talking, not in the interest of north- 
ern immigrants, but of our own Georgia 
boys. Go to the commercial college in our 
big cities; go to the stenographic schools; 


houses, and see the hundreds and chous- 


| ands of bright young men stunting their 
youth in the fever of exertion for cullings 
which will not bring them a livelihood in 
their maturity, but out of which they 
‘will be crowded by a fresh influx of boys.

HISTORICAL RECORDS ARE GONE 


Secretary Candler Writes the Georgia 
Society in. Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—Secre- 
tary of State Candler has written to the 
Georgia Historical Society saying some 
of the most important historical records of 
Georgia are missing and asking if the po- 
ciety had them. 

These. records include the minutes of 
the constitutional convention of 1777 and 
the journals of the general assembly from 
1777 to 178. 

The librarian of the getate society has 
made a search, but has only been able to 
find the wumpublished proceedings of the 
“committee of safety,’’ a sort of ku klux 
band that was formed about the time of 
the war of the revolution to protect local 
American interests.

In the hall of the Imperial theater on 


Decatur street last night the colored re- 
publicans of Atlanta tendered Colonel A. E. 
Buck a public reception to celebrate. his 


departure for Japan. 

In the hall were gathered all the promi- 
nent negro politicians of Atlanta, and they 
flocked about their leader, shaking his 
hands and otherwise giving emphatic ex- 
pressions of their esteem and reverence. 

It was first the plan of the colored men 
to give a big banquet and all preparations 
had been made to this end, but subscrip- 
tions were slow and in order to expedite 
matters the reception was determined upon. 

Before Colonel Buck came the sidewalk 
about the reception hall was filled with a 
chattering throng of men who were talk- 
ing about the departure of their leader. 

“I tell you it means a great deal to us,” 
said “Bill” Pledger. ‘“‘This departure of 
Colonel Buck should be regretted by all of 
us. He has stood by the republicans of 
the state and has been the friend of the 
negro all the way through, I may have 
differed from him at the beginning of the 
last campaign in political matters, but. all 
of us know that the negro has had no bet- 


ter friend than Colonel Buck.” 

This expression met with approval from 
the crowd and was roundly applauded. 

It was easy to see last night how the de- 
parture of Colonel Buck affects his cohorts 
of the colored race. They regard the move- 
ment to purge the party as a direct blow 
at the rights of the negro and say that 
they will resist it at every step. The col- 
ored men do not connect Colonel Buck with 
this movement. They know that it is head- 
ed by the new element of ‘the party and 
that their old leaders are doing all in their 
power to put down the effort. } 

It is generally conceded by the colored 
men that as soon as Colonel Buck gets 
out of the way there will be a combined 
effort to rule the negro out. This accounts 
for the attachment of the black element to 
hirn. 

Colonel Buck arrived last night escorted 
by Colonel S. A. Darnell, Johnson, ‘Bill’ 
Piedger’s law partner, and several other 
leaders. 

J. H. Deveaux, of Savannah, was there 
some time before the arrival of the min- 
ister and with “Bill” Pledger was enter- 
taining a crowd with a eulogy upon Colo- 
nel Buck. 

As the colonel started up the stairs he 
was surrounded by a varied assortment of 
darkies. ‘‘Dar, bress de Lawd, jet Marse 
Buck pass by. Git outen de way dar nigger 
an’ let de gemmun git by. What fer yo’ 
stan’in’ dar grinnih! dah.way. Don’t yer 
know yo’ manners, an’ don’t yer know who 
dat am gwine up dar?’’ : 

This was said by an.old man who con- 
tinued to hold to the coattail of Colonel 
Buck until he had entered the hall. On the 
inside were Smith Easly, Jackson McHenry, 
Wimbish, Stone and a number of other ne- 
groes conspicuous during the last cam- 
paign. 

Colonel Buck was cordial in his manner 
and expressed his thanks to each one for 
the work done last November. Colonel 
Buck tof@ them that {t was through their 
work for the party that he had been en- 
abled to accomplish so much, and that his 
success, in a measure, was due to the loyal- 
ty of the colored republicans in Georgia.

Councilman Culberson Wants Wheelmen 
Held to Stricter Account. 
A LIMIT IS PLACED ON SPEED 


He Proposes To Require Wheelmen 
To Carry Lamps. 


THEY MUST RING “THEIR GONGS MORE 


Riders Must Keep Away from Cars 
and Vehicles—Too Many Acci- 
‘dents Are Occurring. 


Here is bad news for Atlanta’s bicycle 


riders. 
Mr. Hubert S. Culberson, one of Atlanta's 


‘counciimen, introduced a most remarkable 


ordinance in council yesterday afternoon, 
which, if carried, will result In a ma- 
terial change in the sport in this city. 
Mr. Culberson thinks the bicycles are 
great agencies for destruction of human 
limb and life. The unfortunate negro girl 
who was killed on Peachtree street some 
nights ago while riding a wheel set his 
blood to boiling and he determined to frame 
a law, which, if rigidly enforced, would 
prevent all such accidents for the future. 
In the first place, Mr. Culberson thinks 
the Atlanta wheelmen ride entirely too 
fast without regard for the safety of the 
public. He wants their speed limited to 
six miles an hour within a radius of one 
mile of the union station; every rider must 
have a bell or gong, which must be rung at 
every street corner; at night every wheel 
must be decorated with a lantern and no 
rider must run closer than six feet to a 
car or any vehicle, and every rider must 
have his or her wheel under such control 
that collisions would be impossible, 
And if any wheelman should violate this 
ordinance Mr. Culberson would have him 
fined $100 or sent to the stockade for thirty 


d ¥ 
se How the Ordinance Reads. 


The text of the ordinance is as follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, tat 
from and after the passage of this ordi- 
nance it shall be unlawful for any rider of 
a bicycle to ride the same at a greater 
rate of speed than six miles per hour with- 
in a radius of one mile from the union pas- 
senger station on any street within the cor- 
porate limits of the city of Atlanta. 

“Sec, 2. Be it further ordained that every 
rider of a bicycle shall be required to ring 
a. bell or a gong attached to the wheel 
ridden at every street corner on the route 
traveled, regardless of whether pedestrians 
or vehicles are on or crossing same, and 
in passing street cars or other vehicles at 
or near street crossings every rider of a 
bicycle shall be required to keep at least 
six feet distant from the same and to be 
required to slacken speed of wheel ridden 
50 as to be able to fully control and stop 
the same when necessary to avoid collision 
with passengers getting on or off cars. A 
collision with a pedestrian by any bicycle 
rider shall be taken as. prima facie evi- 
dence of the violation of this ordinance, 
and unless rebutted by proof shall subject 
said person to punishment therefor. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained that every 
bicycle rider riding on the streets of At- 
lanta at night shall be required to carry a 
lantern or a li¢efit of such character as to 
clearly show the approach of said wheel at 
a distance of not less than 100 feet. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, That the 
violation of this ordinance, or any section 
thereof, shall subject offender upon trial 
and conviction before the recorder to a 
fine of not more than $100 or Imprisonment 
not more than thirty days.’’.- 

“Well,” said a bicyclist yesterday, after 
having heard of Mr. Culberson’s ordinance, 
“that councilman must want to break up 
the sport here entirely. It is all very well 
to go six miles an hour, ring a bell and get 
a lantern, but when it comes to keeping at 
least six feet from all cars and vehicles on 
our narrow and crowded streets, it is ab- 
solutely impossible. In the center of town 
we would simply have to walk, and even 
when we saw a& car or a carriage coming 
on Peachtree street we would have to get 
off, measure six feet—provided a policeman 
was looking—wait till the vehicle passed 
and then, ride on till we met the next 
one. Do you suppose I am going out riding 
with my girl and stay six feet from her all 
the time?”

Atlanta, May 3.—The wheat market today 
was dull and disappointing, and after 
narrow fluctuations closed practically un- 
changed from Saturday.

Trading Increased, Reflecting Confidence 
GOLD SCARE PARTLY ABATED 


Amount To Be Shipped Today Is 
$1,500,000. 


IT IS REGARDED AS A BUSINESS OPERATION | 


Said To Ee a Special Demand and In- 
volving the Payment of a Pre- 
mium for It. 


New York, May 3.—Opening Review: The 
stock market generally showed slight im- 
provement at the opening in response to 
higher prices for Americans in London. 
The Internationals were most prominent 
in the improvement, Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred showing the extreme advance of %. 
Western Union was off '. 

New York, May 3.—Weakness developed 
in a few shares, particularly Tennessee 
Coal and ‘Metropolitan Traction, which lost 
1% each. The general list was not affect- 
ed and ruled strong and higher on in- 
creased dealings, with the demand for Su- 
gar quite brisk, the stock touching 114%. 
Chicago Gas, Western Union and the lead- 
ing railways moved up important fractions 
with the inquiry up to ll o’clock mainly 
for the short account. Arbitrage operations 
were light. 

Higher prices induced realizations in 
some shares, but the important concessions 
up to 12 o’clock were confined to a few of 
the specialties. Manhattan and Metropoli- 
tan Traction were exceptionally weak and 
each yielded a point. The general list dis- 
played strength, the Grangers and New 
Jersey Central being conspicuous. 

The bond market was dull, but prices 
were firm. Northern Pacific 4s were prom- 
inent with a transaction of $100,000 in a 


block at 36%.

New York, May 3.—Closing Review: There 
Was a greatiy improved tone to the dealings 
in stocxs today and values held appreciabiy 
firmer. The volume of trading also in- 
creased somewhat, but it 1s still extraordi- 
narily smail. This reflects the increased 
corfidence of the stock market concern- 
ing the shipments of gold to kLurope. 
Fears on that score have partly abated. 
The fact that the new engagements for 
export were made today witn actual busi- 
ness being aone on demand sterling for 
$4.853% conurms the be.tef that the goid 
movement is not the result of a natural 
settlement of trade palances, but of a spe- 
cial demand for gold involving the pay- 
rent of a premium for it. The closest es- 
timate that can be made shows the profit 
on gold shipments ceases when demand 
sterling fails to $4.88. The faci that a pre- 
mium must be paid for the present goid 
shipments is coming to cause tne operation 
to be regarded as a business operation 
profitable to the country and as a healthy 
indication of the abundant supply for 
a special demand, such as that of Austria 
at present, with HKussia and Japan also 
strongly attracting gold, all of this demand 
being for currency conversion purposes. 
Although the United States treasury has 
supplied nearly all of-the stock of gold for 
the present movement, the movement of 
goid in the treasury cont:nues at apparently 


current government receipts also are in 
excess of expenditures because of heavy 
importations of dutiable merchandise to 
anticipate the new tariff bill. While these 
importations serve to make the exchange 
situation more adverse, their benefit to 
the United States treasury and the conse- 
quent safeguard to the currency is viewed 
as a compensation, in part at least. The 
fact that the price of gold bars and Amer- | 
ican eagles was reduced in London, and 
that the Paris rates for sterling exchange 
rose slightly have also given rise to a be- 
lief that there may be only a small ship- 
ment of gold or none at all by next Sat- 
urday’s steamer. The brighter aspect of 
affairs in London exchange was also a fa- 
vorable factor in today’s market. Gains 
ranging from 1 to 1% occurred in Northern 
Pacific preferred, Louisville and Nashville, 
New Jersey Central, Sugar, Tobacco, Con- 
solidated Gas and Brooklyn Union Gas. 
The gain in the Grangers averaged % and 
fractional gains were general all through 
the list, the railways closing at near the 
top prices. The bears attacked special 
stocks in an effort to stem the improvement 
and worked the lines successfully in the 
Goutd stocks. 

The total sales of stocks amounted to 
106,618 shares incluing American Sugar 2,-

Charge of Moonshining. 

The revenue officers are holding in limbo 
a character who they think is about as 
sharp as the average farmer ever gots 
to be. 

The character in quest?on is a man named 
W. T. Palmer, from Paulding county. He 
is a white man, and ostensibly makes his 
livelihood by. tilling a small farm in the 
north Georgia hills. 

He was arrested last week and brought 
to Atlanta by Deputy Marshal Scott, but 
was not tried at the time, as he claimed 
that his main witness, a mam named Bruce, 
could not be present, as his wife was sick. 
The trial was postponed uncil yesterday, 
when Judge Broyles tried the farmer on the 
charge of being implicated in the operation 
of an illicit distillery. The still was found 
on Palmer’s place in March, and the man 
named Bruce was arrested at work in the 
distillery. 

The officers had no direct proot that Pal- 
mer was guilty of manufactuning booze, 
but the still was found on his property, 
‘and they could prosecute him for furnishing 
a site for a distillery. They still had what 
they thought was very good evidence. 
They found a path leading from the still 
to Palmer’s house, but he claimed that the 
path was made by his children going to 
school. 

The main cause of Palmer’s arrest was 
a notice that was found stuck up in the 
distillery when it was raided by the officers. 
The notice was written on a small piece 
of paer, and gave the operators of the dis- 
tillery notice to move the still by the 25th 
of March. It was signed with Palmer's 
name, and dated the 25th of February. 

The officers at once suspected that this 
was a clever ruse of Palmer’s. They lest 
no time in arresting Palmer, and he 
promptly denied any connection with the 
etill. 

Judge Broyles, after hearing all the evi- 
dence, bound Palmer over under a bond of 
$200.

WERE DROPPED 


Radical Reorganization Made in the 
Southeastern Freight Association. 


CHAIRMAN PARROTT IN CHARGE 


Annual Expenses Are To Be Reduced 
from $110,000 to $50,000. 


& 


SALARIES ARE GUT IN SEVERAL INSTANCES 


Employees Taken by Surprise—A 
Meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee Called for May 21. 


Mr. Samuel Parrott, chairman of the 
Southern Freight Association, took ‘hold 
yesterday morning and made a radical re- 
organization. 

Twenty-n'me men were let out, and nearly 
all the others were reduced in salary about 
20 per cent. 

The old Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion had sixty-one men on its pay-roll. 
Only thirty-three are on the new associa- 
tion’s pay-roll, end no one knows whether 
the end has been Mr. Parrott 
brought but one new man into the associa- 
tion, and ‘he is a combination stenographer 
and bookkeeper. 

Under the old regime the association was 
costing the roads $110,000. At the Washing- 
ton meeting last week It was decided to 
cut the expenses down to $50,000. Mr. Par- 
rett said yesterduy that he regretted to 
have to lay off so many men and cut sal- 
aries, but the members had resolved to 
reduce expenses. This was one of the in- 
ducements which had to be held out to a 
number of roads to get them to go into the 
association. 

Under the United States supreme court’s 
decision in the trans-Missouri the 
traffic associations cannot fix any 
more. This necessarily curtails the work of 
an avsociation, and a large force of rate 
clerks is no longer required. There is noth- 
ing for them to do, and the association 
had to let a number of them go. The ranks 
of the auditing department were thinned 
and the inspectors were reduced to two. A 
cut was made tn the file room, and two or 
three stenographers were réleased. 

In making the changes the oldest mem, as 
a rule, were retained, and the younger men 
were let out. The notice was short. Some 
chenges were looked for, but not such a 
far-reaching reorganization. Nor was it 
thought that the changes would be made 
at once, but when the announcement came 
it was stated that the retirements took 
effect at once. 

This sudden dismissal left many men 
without zeny immediate prospects of getting 
employment. ‘Most of rhem are experts, and 
if any road has to increase its clerical 
force, it can find good men among those 
who were let out yesterday. 

Some of the clerks who had been eectting 
$90 a month were transferred to other de- 
partments at $65 a month. Several salaries 
were cut from $20 to $30 a month. The 
boys hope to get these reducticns restored 
when the executive board meets, and there 
will probably be a meeting about May 20th. 
Several of the traffle men will be here on 
May 19th to attend the meeting of the 
State ratiro“ad commission, and the exec‘u- 
tive officials will meet here near that date. 
The conference committee will probabty 
meet here on ‘May lith. This date is now 
being voted on by the members. The con- 
ference committee is composed of the hich- 
est traffic officials on each road—trate 
managers and general freight agents. 
Very little is being done at the freight 
association headquarters mow. It will take 
some time to find out just what can be 
done without violating the law. No chances 
are being taken on this. The roads are 
going to obey the lew if they do not do

of His Wife, y

THE HUSBAND SAYS HE WAS AFFECTIONATE 


Alimony Petition of Mrs. McDowell 
Provokes Warm Reply from 
Her Helpmeet. 


The alimony feature of the McDowell 
divorce proceedings oceupied the day yes- 
terday in the superior court before Judge 
Lumpkin. 

The divorce suit was filed several weeks 
ago by ‘Mrs. McDowell, she alleging that 
her husband thad treated ther if a most 
cruel and umreasonable manner, The suit 
was filed by Attorneys Arnold & Arnot, 
representing the plaintiff. A suit was also 
filed for temporary alimony, in which Mrs. 
McDowell asked that she be allowed the 
sum of $50 per month while the suit for 
divorce was pending in the courts. 

Mrs. McDowell states in her petition that 
she married Thomas McDowell November 
26, 1896. She says her husband is a Scotch- 
man, irritable of temper, and altogether 
a person who cannot make her life happy. 
She claims that the principal inducement 
that was extended her in lieu of the con- 
templated marriage was that McDowell 
was to give her all of his property at his 
death. She says that previous to the mar- 
riage (McDowell read to her a @ocument in 
which he promised to make over to her in 
fee simple all of his property upon his 
death. She says this concession was the 
main reason why she accepted his proposal. 

Soon after the marriage, so the petition 
states, McDowell began to treat her im a 
cruel mamner. She says he was not affer- 
tionate, and frequently was guilty of most 
cruel and tantalizing treatment. When the 
children would pass their plates at the 
table to be helped to their food, she says 
MeDowell would refuse to give them «he 
food they asked for. She says upon one 
occasion her husband returned from the 
city and assaulted her by taking a large 
bar of soap which he rubbed across her 
mouth and over her face. This alleged 
cruel treatment is said to have been con- 
tinued until Mrs. McDowell was _ finally 
driven from the house. 

On February 3d last, Mrs. McDowell 
alleges that her hhusband hired a wagon, 
placed her goods in the wagon and had 
them hauled to her father’s house. Before 
this, however, she says he threatened to 
send ther away. She says his treatment 
has been such as to indicate that he did 
not love her, and also desired to save 
bis property. 

in further charges against her husband, 
Mrs. McDowell says that he was so cruel 
that she could not live happily with him. 
She says of his conduct in paragraph 
seven of: her petition, as follows: 

“Said (McDowell was quarrelsome, pugna- 
cious, hardheaded, dogmatic, unreasonable, 
mean, parsimonious, niggardly and stingy, 
ahd refused to accede to the most reason- 
able requests of the plaintiff. Plaintiff was 
by no means extravagant, yet defendant 
would mot even provide her the common- 
est necessities of life. such as cloth to make 
aprons or anything in the way of house- 
hola necessaries. Defendant, , Although 
amply able to do so, in cold affd freezing 
weather, refused to allow fires made in the 
that plaintiff and her children 
could keep warm, and when 2 fire was 
made, would msist that only ome small 
stick of wood at, a time be burned. De- 
fendant refused to allow plaintiff's children 
to-sit in his room where there was a fire,

Shortly after the suit for divorce was 
filed (Mrs. (McDowell filed a petition in the 


enjoinel from disposing of his property. 
She alleged that he was fast selling and 
deeding away ali of his property. 

The answer filed by McDowell to the 
allegations of his wife contains many spicy 
charges. He says that he has been an af- 
fectionate and loving husband, and that ; 
the entire responsibility of the rupiure les 
at the door of his wife. He says that she 
married him oniy for ‘his money; that she 
is quarreisome and disagreeable, and that 
it is impossible for him to live happily 
with her, 

In referring to the day that he rubbed 
her face with soap, he says that he did so 
playfully and ina joking way, and that his 
wife at the time was preparing a chicken 
which was to be eaten on Tihanksgiving 
Day. As soon as the soap reached her face, 
he says, she struck him in the face with 
the chicken gizzard, which was covered 
with blood. 

He states that he was not wholly res- 
ponsible for his conduct when he was mar- 
ried to her, as he was probably under the 
influence of an opiate or other strong liquid. 

The case thas many interesting details, 
and will be resumed this morning at 9 
o’clock. A decision will doubtless he reach- 
ed today and the alimony feature will be 
settled. McDowell is represented by Judge 
John Read and Mr. Chaney Hill Arnold & 
Arnold represent the plaintiff.
